Sib  :  —  I  have   the  honor  to  present  herewith  the  report 
of  this  department  for  the  year  1878. 

OBGANrZATION. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chap.  265,  Acts  of  1878,  the 
Volunteer  Militia  is  composed  of  sixty  companies  of  in- 
fantry (a  reduction  of  one  company),  three  companies  of 
cavalry,  three  companies  of  artillery,  and  two  corps  of 
cadets,  the  latter  being  instructed,  armed,  and  equipped 
as  the  Commander-in-Chief  shall  direct,  and  are  entitled  to 
receive  the  same  compensation  and  allowances  as  separate 
battalions  of  infantry ;  they  are  to  remain  unattached  to 
any  brigade  or  regiment,  subject  only  to  the  orders  of  the 
Commander-in-Chief,  except  that  they  may  be  called  to  ser- 
vice by  precept  of  civil  authority  in  times  of  tumult,  riot, 
or  public  danger,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  organizations 
of  the  militia.  The  first  corps  has  four  companies,  the  sec- 
ond corps  two  companies. 

The  sixty  companies  of  infantry  are  formed  into  six  regi- 
ments ;  three  regiments  having  two  battalions  of  four  com- 
panies each,  and  three  regiments  three  battalions  of  four 
companies  each. 

The  artillery  and  cavalry  are  formed  into  battalions  of 
two  companies  each,  the  other  company  of  each  being  at- 
tached to  brigade.

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Reference  may  here  be  made  to  some  of  the  important 
changes  affecting  the  organization  of  the  Militia,  resulting 
from  the  law  already  quoted,  basing  the  comparison  on  the 
present  number  of  companies.

Showing  under  the  present  law  an  increase  of  660  men 
infantry,  and  21  artillery. 

This  increase  of  men  in  the  companies  is  a  matter  of  great 
importance  as  affecting  the  efficiency  of  the  force,  without 
involving  additional  expense  for  compan}^  officers  or  armory 
accommodations.  A  larger  number  of  trained  men  can  be 
called  to  active  duty  when  required.  Company  expenses 
are  not  perceptibly  augmented,  while  there  are  more  men 
to  help  bear  them ;  and  at  the  ordinary  parades  and  encamp- 
ments the  commands  will  appear  to  better  advantage,  and 
more  completely  perform  the  duties  required.  The  princi- 
pal objections  to  the  increase  were  found  in  the  expense 
involved  for  the  per  diem  duty  at  camp  ;  but  these  were  over- 
come by  the  change  in  organization,  which  required  a  reduc- 
tion in  the  number  of  field,  staff,  and  non-commissioned 
staff  officers,  regimental  and  battalion  headquarters,  bands, 
horses,  pay,  and  allowances.  Except  in  the  matter  of  uni- 
forms, which  must  depend  upon  future  legislation,  these  re- 
ductions offset  any  increase  for  the  ordinary  maintenance 
of  the  force. 

Three  new  companies  have  been  organized  during  the  year 
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to  fill  the  maximum  for  the  infantry,  after  the  disbandment 
of  four  companies,  as  a  result  of  the  spring  inspections. 
These  companies  are  located  as  follows  :  —

Armament. 

No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  arms  of  either  branch  of 
the  service.  The  cavalry  have  sabres  and  revolvers,  the 
latter  of  not  the  most  approved  pattern.  Two  batteries  of 
artillery  have  four  guns  each,  ten-pounder  Parrotts,  one 
battery,  four  guns,  twelve-pounders ;  total,  twelve  guns. 

The  infantry,  except  the  new  companies,  have  a  supply  of 
Springfield  breech-loaders,  calibre  45,  sufficient  for  the  num- 
ber of  men  (48)  allowed  prior  to  the  re-organization.  There 
are  about  2,500  Peabody  calibre  43.3  breech-loading  rifles  at 
the  Arsenal,  but  no  decided  plan  for  further  arming  the 
troops  has  been  made. 

Uniforms. 
The  consolidation  of  regiments  and  battalions  under  the 
order  for  re-organization  will  necessitate  transfers  of  uniforms 
in  certain  cases.  Dress-coats  are  generally  in  good  condition, 
but  the  trousers  are  considerably  worn  With  reasonable 
repairs,  and  limited  new  supplies,  the  matter  of  new  uniforms 
can  be  postponed  for  at  least  another  year. 

Equipments. 
Excepting  knapsacks,  the  equipments  are  generally  in 
good  condition.  Some  additional  purchases  will  be  neces- 
sary during  the  coming  year,  and  the  amount  required  has 
been  considered  in  the  estimates  already  made.  An  expendi- 
ture of  twelve  dollars  was  authorized  in  each  company  of 
infantry  for  repairs  of  knapsacks,  and  this  sum  was  found 
sufficient  to  place  them  in  fair  condition  and  fit  for  further 
service.  No  purchases  or  contracts  were  made  under  the 
special  appropriation  of  five  thousand  dollars  for  knapsacks, 
passed  by  the  Legislature  of  this  year.  This  sum  re-appro- 
priated for  equipments  and  uniforms  would  probably  cover 
the  expenses  needed  for  such  items. 
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Camp  Equipage. 

The  tents,  of  which  there  is  a  supply  for  a  brigade  en- 
campment under  the  present  organization,  have  been  kept  in 
good  condition  by  timely  repairs  after  use,  at  a  cost  of  $425. 
Purchases  of  tent-poles,  pins,  slides,  buttons,  and  mallets, 
have  been  made  to  the  amount  of  $530.27. 

Headquarters  and  Armories. 

An  inspection  of  armories  shows,  as  a  rule,  the  continuance 
of  excellent  accommodations.  A  reduction  of  expenditure 
is  expected  in  rents ;  but  the  character  of  buildings  suitable 
for  keeping  public  property  securely,  and  to  furnish  proper 
space  for  drills,  will  naturally  command  good  rates.  Under 
the  Act  of  1878,  cities  and  towns  in  which  organizations  of 
the  militia  are  located  are  required,  in  addition  to  head- 
quarters and  armories  furnished  by  them,  to  provide  fuel  and 
lights,  or  reasonable  allowance  therefor.  In  like  manner 
suitable  places  for  parade,  drill,  and  target-practice  are  to  be 
provided. 

Tours  of  Duty. 

May  and  June  Inspections. 

Under  sect.  104  of  the  new  militia  law,  the  entire  Volunteer 
Militia  is  required  to  parade  for  inspection  and  drill  one  day 
in  the  months  of  May  or  June,  the  inspections  to  be  con- 
ducted by  the  Inspector-General  and  his  assistants.  General 
Orders  No.  3  of  May  29  directed  the  inspection,  in  coin-* 
pliance  with  the  statute,  giving  place  and  dates  for  assem- 
bling the  troops,  and  other  necessary  instructions.  Sect.  20 
of  the  law,  in  providing  for  the  militia  peace  establishment, 
rendered  a  reduction  of  the  force  necessary.  In  view  of  this 
circumstance,  the  order  for  inspection  directed  the  Inspector- 
General  to  report  to  the  Commander-in-Chief  the  relative 
standing  of  the  several  companies,  with  a  view  to  the  dis- 
bandment  of  such  as  are  found  below  the  standard  of  efficiency 
necessary  to  their  retention  in  service.  By  the  report  of  this 
officer  it  will  be  seen  that  Company  E,  Second  Battalion 
Infantry,  Capt.  J.  Brainard  Clarke  of  Pittsfield ;  Company 
F,  Seventh  Battalion  Infantry,  Capt.  William  J.  Clark  of 
Lynn  ;  Company  D,  Sixth  Regiment  Infantry,  Capt.  Henry  M. 
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Booth  of  Lowell ;  Company  F,  Tenth  Regiment  Infantry, 
Capt.  George  V.  Barrett  of  Ayer,  —  were  found  below  the 
standard  of  efficiency,  and,  upon  recommendation  of  the 
Inspector-General,  were  disbanded.  Several  companies  were 
found  in  such  condition  as  to  suffer  reprimand,  with  timely 
warning  that  a  marked  improvement  would  be  necessary  at 
the  inspections  in  camp  to  avoid  their  disbandment.  The

These  encampments,  except  that  of  the  Second  Corps  of 
Cadets,  were  favored  with  good  weather;  and  judging  from 
the  duties  required,  and  my  own  opportunities  for  examina- 
tion, they  were  pre-eminently  camps  of  instruction.  The 
troops  were  reviewed  on  Friday  of  each  week  of  the  encamp- 
ments by  your  Excellency  with  staff,  except  in  the  case  of 
the  Second  Corps  of  Cadets,  when,  in  the  absence  of  your 
Excellency,  his  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor  was  in  at- 
tendance ;  but,  on  account  of  the  heavy  rain  which  fell  all 
the  afternoon,  there  was  no  opportunity  for  the  review  or 
other  exercise  of  the  command.  The  attendance  at  the

Special  Duty. 

Under  Special  Orders  No.  143  of  1877,  the  First  Corps  of 
Cadets  performed  escort  duty  to  the  Legislature,  Jan.  2, 
1878,  from  the  Capitol  to  the  new  Old  South  Church  upon 
the  occasion  of  the  annual  sermon  before  that  body.  The 
corps  numbered  fifteen  commissioned  officers,  ninety-six  en- 
listed men,  with  band  of  twenty-five  pieces.  Compensation 
for  the  band  was  allowed  only  to  the  number  provided  by 
law,  viz.,  eighteen. 

Company  A,  First  Battalion  Cavalry,  under  Special  Orders 
No.  82,  performed  escort  duty  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
to  Harvard  University,  Jan.  26,  at  the  annual  commence- 
ment. The  company  numbered  three  commissioned  officers, 
seventy-six  enlisted  men,  and  mounted  band  of  eighteen 
pieces. 

Both  commands  in  numbers  and  soldierly  bearing  sustained 
their  already  enviable  reputation. 

Rifle  Practice. 

Although  the  Commonwealth  has  not  entered  upon  the 
extensive  system  of  rifle  practice  which  has  been  adopted  in 
several  States,  it  is  believed  there  has  been  a  healthy  growth 
of  interest  in  the  subject  which  will  lead  to  good  results.  It 
is  a  matter  of  necessitv  that  instruction  in  the  armories  must 
be  given  systematically,  and  the  men  prepared  for  range 
practice.  There  are  objections  to  the  addition  of  officers  for 
the  special  purpose  of  such  instruction,  or  to  supervise  the 
practice  at  the  targets :  it  will  therefore  be  found  in  the  regu- 
lations for  the  Militia,  that  in  this  regard  all  officers  are  to 
make  themselves  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  system  of  in- 
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struction  adopted  for  the  troops,  and  that  brigade  command- 
ers may  make  rules  and  regulations  regarding  drills  and 
target  practice,  not  inconsistent  with  the  general  regulatioi 
and  may  also  detail  a  brigade  staff  officer  as  inspector  of  rifle 
practice,  to  superintend  and  direct  the  same.  There  are 
acknowledged  obstacles  to  the  success  of  any  system  ;  but  it 
has  been  the  endeavor  to  so  regulate  the  matter  in  this  State, 
that  no  large  immediate  expenditure  for  ammunition  or  trans- 
portation would  be  involved  without  a  corresponding  result- 
ing benefit :  consequently  the  issues  of  ammunition  have  been 
limited  to  amounts  needed  for  use  at  the  State  Camp  Ground, 
or  in  preparation  for  matches  at  the  same  place.  Transpor- 
tation is  allowed  by  law  to  the  State  Camp  Ground  twice 
in  each  year  for  target  practice  ;  but  comparatively  few  com- 
mands have  availed  themselves  of  the  privilege.  The  plan  of 
instruction  provided  in  the  regulations  will  be  given  a  trial 
during  the  coming  year,  and  the  importance  of  a  thorough 
understanding  of  its  requirements  impressed  upon  officers  and 
men.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  skill  in  the  use  of 
the  rifle  cannot  be  acquired  at  once,  or  without  careful  study 
and  preliminary  practice,  there  being  very  few  persons  who 
can  be  called  natural  marksmen ;  and  it  is  as  absurd  as  it  is 
unwise  to  support  a  military  force  which  shall  be  effective  in 
every  detail  except  in  the  use  of  the  weapons  with  which  it 
is  armed.  The  matter  of  instruction  in  target  practice  is  so 
well  expressed  by  the  General  Inspector  of  rifle  practice  in 
New  York,  Brig.-Gen.  George  VV.  Wingate,  that  I  take  the 
liberty  to  quote  from  him,  as  follows :  "  The  fundamental 
principle  of  rifle  practice  is  that  it  is  a  matter  of  instruction 
to  be  taught  in  the  drill-room  ;  that  the  range  is  more  to  test 
what  has  been  so  taught  than  a  place  of  instruction.  Only 
experience  will  convince  officers  that  this  is  correct.  The 
natural  inclination  of  all  is  to  obtain  the  largest  possible 
allowance  of  ammunition,  to  spend  as  man}^  days  as  possible 
on  the  range,  and  to  neglect  the  steady,  systematic  armory 
drill  which  is  necessary  to  properly  instruct  their  men.  In 
training  a  team,  undoubtedly  actual  practice  upon  the  range 
is  necessary  to  enable  men  to  acquire  a  knowledge  of  eleva- 
tions, and  the  allowance  required  to  be  made  for  wind ;  but 
even  with  them  much  more  ammunition  is  usually  expended 
than  is  necessary.     In  firing  from  the  shoulder,  constant  prac- 
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tice  in  aiming  drill  will  give  the  men  almost  as  good  a  com- 
mand over  their  weapons,  and  a  union  between  the  eye  and 
the  hand,  as  actual  firing."  The  author  of  these  words  is  a 
gentleman  who  has  had  very  large  experience,  perhaps  as 
much  so  as  any  man  in  the  country,  in  the  matter  of  which 
he  writes ;  and  his  testimony  is  entitled  to  careful  considera- 
tion. The  system  adopted  in  New  York  has  received  liberal 
support  from  the  State  and  other  authorities  in  appropriations 
for  armory  accommodations,  ranges,  ammunition,  and  trans- 
portation. As  additional  incentives  prizes  are  offered,  records 
of  results  in  shooting  are  carefully  kept,  and  figures  of  merit 
made  up  therefrom  and  annually  published.  There  are  also 
issued  marksman's  badges  for  men  who  have  properly  quali- 
fied. 

Speaking  further  in  this  connection,  I  quote  again  from 
the  same  writer  :  "  What  was  once  felt  as  an  onerous  duty, 
objected  to  by  many  officers,  and  disliked  by  the  men,  is  now 
popular  ;  and  the  keenness  of  the  emulation  between  the  dif- 
ferent regiments  for  a  '  high  figure  of  merit '  is  only  equalled 
by  that  existing  between  their  members  to  secure  a  high  score 
for  the  'marksman's  badge,'  and  to  win  a  prize  in  some  well- 
known  match.  It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  say  that  the  result 
has  been  extremely  valuable  in  a  military  sense.  The  men 
are  not  only  more  formidable  as  soldiers,  but  they  have  gained 
a  confidence  in  themselves,  which  makes  them  fearless.  They 
know  just  what  they  can  do  with  their  breech-loaders,  and 
consequently  stand  in  no  awe  of  a  mob  or  troops  who  cannot 
shoot.  On  the  other  hand,  mobs  and  rioters  are  found  to 
entertain  a  most  wholesome  respect  for  their  skill." 

The  existence  of  a  large,  troublesome  element  in  the  pop- 
ulation of  New  York,  and  recent  experiences  in  quelling  dis- 
turbances, have  doubtless  stimulated  to  a  greater  degree  than 
elsewhere  an  interest  in  this  subject  as  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant in  any  system  of  defence  by  a  volunteer  force ;  and, 
though  in  our  own  Commonwealth  we  may  not  find  a  similar 
condition  of  affairs,  it  is  not  the  part  of  wisdom  to  shut  our

eyes  to  the  possibilities  of  the  future,  or  fail  to  receive  the 
lesson  taught  by  experience  of  the  past. 

The  study  of  rifle  practice  must  take  its  place  with  other 
branches  of  military  education  obtained  through  our  volun- 
teer-militia system,  even  to  the  sacrifice  of  brilliant  parades 
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and  ceremonies.  It  cannot,  however,  be  expected  that  the 
soldier  is  to  give  his  time,  furnish  his  own  ammunition,  and 
transport  himself  to  and  from  a  range  for  practice,  —  all  for 
the  benefit  of  the  State, — without  some  assistance.  In 
this,  as  in  other  military  duties,  the  volunteer-militia  man 
will  make  little  account  of  his  time ;  but  he  should  receive  a 
reasonable  allowance  of  ammunition  and  transportation.  The 
outlay  which  our  soldiers  incur  in  the  performance  of  duty 
required  by  law  is  not  repaid  by  the  amounts  they  receive 
from  the  State,  and  self-imposed  assessments  are  necessary 
to  keep  the  organizations  in  flourishing  condition.  A  patri- 
otic spirit  and  sense  of  pride  in  the  public  service  exist 
largely  among  our  people,  and  the  number  of  those  who  are 
willing  to  voluntarily  devote  themselves  to  the  purpose  of 
military  education,  as  far  as  compatible  with  their  daily 
avocations,  is  as  great  now  as  probably  at  any  other  time  ; 
but  such  devotion  to  duties  which  will  render  an  efficient 
force  at  any  time  available  should  be  met  with  a  responsive 
feeling  of  generous  and  hearty  support  on  the  part  of  those 
who  give  no  personal  service. 

Camp  Ground. 

To  the  extent  which  the  means  at  the  disposal  of  this 
department  would  allow,  additional  grading  and  repairs  of 
buildings  have  been  accomplished,  and  further  safeguards 
against  fire  in  the  arsenal  buildings  have  been  provided.  A 
portion  of  the  field  is  to  be  devoted  to  target  practice  ;  and 
the  rifle-pits  heretofore  in  use  for  revolving  paper  targets 
have  been  enlarged,  iron  targets  with  proper  appliances  have 
been  purchased,  and,  with  the  opening  of  another  season, 
the  facilities  for  target  practice  will  be  much  improved. 
The  buildings  on  the  grounds  are  in  good  repair. 

The  old  arsenal  at  Cambridge  still  remains  unsold,  on 
account  of  the  unfavorable  condition  of  the  real-estate  mar- 
ket. A  large  portion  of  the  reserve  artillery  is  stored  in  one 
of  the  buildings,  for  want  of  room  at  the  Camp  Ground. 

I  regret  to  say  that  neither  the  town  of  Framingham  nor 
the  Middlesex  County  Commissioners  have  taken  favorable 
action  towards  widening  the  street  on  the  eastern  boundary 
of  the  Camp  Ground  to  the  line  which  the  State  generously 
proposed  ;  the  space  between  the  line  of  the  street  and  that 
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on  which  the  fence  around  the  grounds  is  located  is  used  by 
the  public,  but  the  old  bounds  will  be  preserved. 

The  receipts  from  the  grounds  for  grass  sold  by  auction 
amounted  to  one  hundred  and  forty-two  dollars,  and  the  same 
was  paid  into  the  treasury. 

Property  Returns. 

Returns  of  property  in  use  by  the  militia  are  required 
semi-annually  from  the  officers  to  whom  such  property  has 
been  issued.  This  requirement  has,  with  few  exceptions, 
received  prompt  attention  ;  and,  while  enabling  the  enforce- 
ment of  a  strict  accountability,  it  is  an  important  measure 
of  instruction  to  officers,  should  they  ever  be  called  into 
more  active  service. 

Militia  Law. 

So  much  legislation  has  in  recent  years  taken  place  con- 
cerning the  Militia,  that  one  enactment  could  hardly  be 
understood  before  a  new  law  was  proposed  and  passed,  ren- 
dering an  intelligent  execution  of  the  statutes  very  difficult 
on  account  of  the  confusion  which  naturally  resulted  from 
frequent  changes.  There  is,  therefore,  good  reason  to  recom- 
mend that  no  changes  be  made  in  the  present  law  ;  but, 
should  amendments  be  considered,  a  provision  should  be 
made  that  the  service  of  a  soldier  re-enlisting  upon  the 
expiration  of  his  term,  and  being  mustered  in  within  thirty 
days  thereafter,  shall  be  considered  as  continuous.  This 
recommendation  is  made  on  account  of  the  difficulty  experi- 
enced in  administering  the  law,  in  many  cases  making  a 
break  in  the  service  of  men  who,  upon  re-enlisting,  cannot 
be  mustered  in  on  the  expiration  of  their  former  term,  as 
there  may  be  soldiers  in  several  companies  of  a  regiment 
whose  terms  expire  on  the  same  day,  rendering  it  impossible 
for  the  mustering  officer  of  the  command  to  reach  them. 
As  now  provided  by  law,  the  term  of  service  commences  at 
noon  of  the  day  of  muster  in,  regardless  of  the  time  of 
enlistment. 

To  render  complete  the  organization  of  the  militia,  the 
law  should  provide  for  the  increase  of  men  in  each  company, 
in  time  of  need,  to  the  maximum  of  companies  in  the 
United-States  Army. 
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Regulations. 

The  officers  appointed  by  Special  Orders  No.  175,  series  of 
1876,  to  draught  a  code  of  regulations  for  the  Militia,  have 
completed  their  labors,  and  made  a  report  of  same,  accompa- 
nied with  a  copy  of  the  regulations  prepared  by  them.  The 
duty  performed  by  the  Board  has  been  of  most  difficult  and 
laborious  character;  and,  while  the  officers  composing  it  do 
not  claim  that  the  volume  is  perfect,  or  that  changes  and 
corrections  in  future  editions  may  not  be  required,  the  work 
is  nevertheless  an  indispensable  guide  to  military  duty,  of 
which  no  officer  of  the  Militia  can  afford  long  to  remain  in 
ignorance,  aside  from  the  necessity  of  being  able  to  act  under 
its  directions.  There  are  indications  that  the  book,  which  is 
approved  and  about  ready  for  issue,  will  be  eagerly  sought; 
and  to  meet  the  demand,  which  cannot  be  supplied  through 
proper  issues  to  the  Militia,  the  State  printers  are  authorized 
to  print  copies  in  addition  to  the  number  ordered  by  the 
State,  and  sell  them  at  cost :    the  price  is  one  dollar.

Under  the  Act  of  1878,  granting  authority  to  cities  and 
towns  to  aid  poor  and  indigent  soldiers  and  sailors  by  pay- 
ing them  a  sum  or  providing  for  their  reasonable  relief,  as 
further  compensation  for  their  service,  this  office  has  upon 
application  in  person  or  by  letter  delivered  about  seven  thou- 
sand certificates  of  service  ;  such  certificates  being  required  as 
evidence  of  service,  before  aid  was  granted  by  local  authori- 
ties. 

The  completion  of  the  records  of  sailors  and  marines,  the 
indexing  and  revising  soldiers'  records,  are  all  progressing 
quite  favorably. 

Twelve  hundred  and  seventy-eight  testimonials  have  been 
issued  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  enrolled  militia  for  1878,  as  per  the  re- 
turns, is  221,544 ;  an  increase  of  4,405  over  1877. 

Attention  is  invited  to  the  Reports  of  the  Inspector-Gen- 
eral, Judge-Advocate  General,  and  Surgeon-General,  which 
are  printed  in  this  volume. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  desire  to  record  my  deep  sense 
of  obligation  to  your  Excellency  for  that  constant  support 
which  you  have  given  this  department,  and  for  the  uniform 
courtesy  and  kindness  manifested  to  me  personally.

efficient  assistance  of  Col.  Edward  G.  Stevens  and  Lieut.-

tors-General, carefully  examined  the  entire  Volunteer  Militia 
of  the  Commonwealth.

With  one  or  two  exceptions  the  weather  was  exceedingly 
favorable,  and  the  grounds  selected  by  the  different  com- 
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manding  officers  were  all  that  could  be  desired  in  point  of 
size  and  convenience. 

The  troops  were  examined  as  to  numbers  present  for  duty ; 
personal  appearance  and  military  bearing ;  care  of  clothing; 
condition  of  arms ;  care  of  equipments ;  discipline ;  knowl- 
edge of  duties,  both  officers  and  men,  at  review,  inspection, 
company,  and  battalion  drill. 

Under  each  of  these  heads,  except  numbers  present  for 
duty,  the  troops  were  graded  as  excellent,  good,  fair,  poor, 
and  bad ;  and  for  purposes  of  comparison  each  grade  was 
given  a  numerical  value,  viz.,  —  excellent,  4  ;  good,  3  ;  fair,  2  ; 
poor,  1 ;  bad,  0.  Values  were  allowed  for  numbers  present, 
on  a  basis  of  the  percentage  of  total  strength,  as  follows : 
lOOfo,  5 ;  90  to  100/0,  4 ;  80  to  90/o,  3 ;  70  to  80/o,  2 ;  60  to 
70/0,  1 ;  less  than  60#,  0. 

I  have  to  report  the  absence  without  leave,  so  far  as  I  can 
learn,  of  Col.  John  W.  Kimball,  Tenth  Regiment  Infantry  ; 
also  of  several  lieutenants  in  various  commands.  Such  ab- 
sences are  very  reprehensible  as  setting  the  worst  possible 
example  to  subordinate  officers  and  to  the  enlisted  men. 

The  inspection  shows  that  especial  attention  is  needed  to 
the  following  matters  :  — - 

1.  Discipline. 

2.  Care  by  the  officers  for  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  their 
men. 

3.  Accustoming  lieutenants,  sergeants,  and  corporals  to 
the  responsibilities  and  duties  attaching  to  their  respective 
stations. 

4.  Careful  and  thorough  instruction  in  the  use  and  power 
of  arms. 

The  first  can  be  much  improved  by  interesting  the  men  at 
company  meetings,  and  emphasizing  the  distinction  between 
the  duties  of  the  soldier  and  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the 
citizen.  The  second,  by  greater  care  in  arranging  the  details 
of  duty  required,  so  as  to  avoid  all  unnecessary  fatigue  and 
exposure  to  the  soldier.  The  third,  by  requiring  each  officer 
and  non-commissioned  officer  to  perform  at  every  meeting 
or  drill  some  duty,  however  slight,  peculiar  to  his  special 
office.  The  fourth,  by  introducing  the  aiming  and  bayonet 
drill  into  the  system  of  armory  instruction,  and  firing  With 
blank  or  ball  cartridge,  and  skirmish  drill  in  the  out  of  door 
exercises.

Nervousness  and  unsteadiness  of  the  men  during  the  load- 
ings and  filings  (without  cartridges)  were  especially  noticeable 
throughout  the  inspections.  This  can  only  be  overcome  by 
actual  practice  with  ammunition,  enabling  men  to  become 
accustomed  to  the  noise  of  their  pieces,  to  give  close  at- 
tention to  orders  in  the  midst  of  confusion,  and  to  acquire 
a  coolness  and  steadiness  which  can  be  learned  in  no  other 
way,  and  is  of  vital  importance  to  the  militia  soldier,  even 
more  than  to  the  regular. 

Herewith  I  submit  a  tabulated  report,  showing  the  figures 
of  merit  attained  by  each  company,  with  the  details  of  the 
marking.  The  highest  possible  mark  was  57,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  unattached  company  of  infantry,  the  three  bat- 
teries of  artillery,  and  Company  F,  cavalry ;  these  commands 
not  engaging  in  battalion  drill,  their  possible  maximum  was 
49. 

The  company  lowest  at  inspection  was  Company  E,  Second 
Battalion  Infantry,  located  at  Pittsfield. 

I  recommend,  that  in  addition  to  the  disbandment  of  this 
company,  which  is  required  by  law,  the  following  companies 
be  disbanded  forthwith,  as  being  too  far  below  a  fair  standard 
of  efficiency  to  be  worthy  of  State  support,  namely :  —

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I  also  find  that  Company  B,  2d  Corps  Cadets,  Salem,  de- 
serves to  be  censured,  having  gained  but  twenty-six  credits. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  contained  in  your 
letter  of  May  25,  I  beg  to  report  that  knapsacks  have  been 
very  carefully  examined,  and  that  they  were  found  in  better 
condition  than  was  expected.  Considering  the  small  amount 
of  use  for  them  ordinarily  during  the  year,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  careful  repairs,  as  re-sewing  and  the  riveting  of 
straps,  will  make  them  serviceable  for  some  time  to  come.

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REPORT  OF  INSPECTION  OF  THE  FIRST  CORPS  OF  CADETS, 
M.V.M.,  CAMP  AT  NAHANT  JULY  10-13,  1878. 

Clinton,  Mass.,  Aug.  5,  1878. 
Brig.-Gen.  C.  G.  Attwood,  Inspector-General,  Boston. 

General,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of 
inspection  of  the  First  Corps  of  Cadets,  M.V.M.,  at  their  camp 
at  Nahant,  performed  in  compliance  with  your  instructions  dated 
July  10,  1878. 

During  my  visit,  which  lasted  from  Wednesday  evening,  July 
10,  to  Saturday  morning,  July  13,  I  had  ample  opportunity  to 
witness  eveiy  roll-call  and  duty  performed.  The  corps  contained 
an  unusually  large  number  of  men  who  were  attending  their  first 
encampment.  The  presence  of  these  uninstructed  men  affected 
the  general  appearance  of  the  corps  at  the  earlier  battalion  drills 
and  ceremonies  ;  but  they  made  such  rapid  progress,  that,  at  the 
end  of  the  camp,  they  could  not  be  distinguished  from  their  more 
experienced  comrades. 

As  regards  discipline,  attendance  to  roll-calls,  and  the  require- 
ments of  military  courtesy,  cleanliness  of  camp,  and  general 
arrangement  both  of  the  camp  and  individual  tents,  the  high 
standard  of  the  preceding  two  years  was  fully  maintained.  Care- 
ful attention  was  given  to  every  detail,  and  I  found  nothing  to 
criticise. 

The  corps  commander  has  adopted  the  plan  of  assigning  to 
each  of  his  staff  officers  and  company  commanders  branches  of 
dut}r ;  these  officers  require  the  assistance  of  the  non-commissioned 
officers  ;  all,  without  exception,  appeared  to  attend  to  their  respec- 
tive duties,  and  the  result  of  this  united  action  was  highly  satis- 
factoiy.  The  camp  was  evidently  regarded  as  being  held  for 
purposes  of  instruction,  and  in  no  respect  as  a  place  for  mere 
exhibition  drills  or  ceremonies. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  following  points  :  — 

I.  Attendance.  The  law  recognizes  the  numbers  present  for 
duty  as  one  of  the  important  tests  of  efficiency  ;  hence  it  becomes 
necessary  for  every  member  of  an  organization  having  its  welfare 
at  heart  to  use  every  effort  to  appear  when  it  is  summoned.  The 
small  size  of  the  companies  of  the  corps,  and  the  large  number 
of  absentees,  is  to  be  regretted,  although  the  percentage  of  absence 
does  not  differ  from  that  of  previous  years  :  — 
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Thirty-five  per  cent  being  absent  in  .  .  .  .  1878 

Thirty-nine  per  cent  being  absent  in  .  .  .  1877 

Thirty-five  per  cent  being  absent  in  .  .  .  .  1876 

Twenty-nine  per  cent  being  absent  in  1875 

II.  While  the  police  of  the  camp  proper  was  all  that  could  be 
desired,  there  was  found  a  tract  of  land  in  rear  of  the  servants' 
quarters  and  kitchen,  strewn  with  papers  and  other  unsightly  ob- 
jects. Visitors  to  the  range,  passing  through  this  district,'  could 
not  be  favorably  impressed  ;  and  it  would  seem  that  the  defect 
might  be  remedied. 

Two  features  of  the  camp  are  to  be  especially  commended,  and 
should  attract  the  attention  of  other  organizations  :  — 

I.  The  method  of  conducting  drills,  and  the  proficiency  dis- 
plaj-ed  by  non-commissioned  officers.  All  drills  witnessed  were 
thoroughly  instructive  ;  nothing  was  attempted  until  the  movement 
had  been  fully  explained  ;  errors  were  corrected  as  discovered, 
although  no  movement  was  so  often  repeated  as  to  weary  the  men. 
At  the  company  drill  on  Thursday,  without  previous  warning,  the 
companies  were  divided  into  squads  ;  each  sergeant  and  corporal 
was  placed  in  command  of  a  squad,  with  directions  to  drill  the 
same  in  the  school  of  the  soldier  and  manual.  While  there  was 
considerable  difference  in  the  proficiency  shown  b}T  the  several 
non-commissioned  officers,  no  one  did  poorly,  and  several  proved 
themselves  admirable  instructors.  In  a  subsequent  company  drill, 
while  the  firings  were  receiving  attention,  two  men  were  found,  not 
as  well  instructed  as  the  majority  of  the  command.  In  place  of 
devoting  his  entire  time  to  these,  and  allowing  the  better  informed 
men  to  remain  idle,  the  captain  directed  a  sergeant  to  give  them 
the  necessary  instructions,  which  detail  was  most  satisfactorily 
performed.  The  company  drill  of  Friday  was  also  remarkable  for 
the  marked  improvement  made,  an  I  the  care  with  which  it  was 
conducted. 

II.  The  company  target-practice.  The  small  size  of  the  ground 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  camp  would  not  admit  of  any  thing  more 
extensive  than  a  one-hundred-yard  range  ;  at  this  distance,  each 
member  of  the  corps  was  required  to  shoot  at  least  five  rounds. 
Each  firing  detail  was  under  the  charge  of  a  commissioned  officer, 
who  was  required  to  enforce  the  rules  necessary  for  safety  and 
careful  attention  to  the  duty.  Until  this  year,  target-practice 
has  been  voluntary,  and  several  members  of  the  corps  had  never 
fired ;  the  scores  showed  an  improvement  over  those  made  at 
previous  encampments. 

On  Wednesday  and  Thursday  evenings  the  guards  were  visited, 
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and  their  members  carefully  examined  as  to  their  duties.  While 
largely  new  men,  the  sentinels  were  remarkably  well  informed, 
and  showed  the  results  of  study  and  a  hearty  interest  in  the 
matter.  The  parade-ground  is  small  for  a  review  ;  the  changes  in 
direction  are  necessarily  made  before  the  guides  of  the  subdivisions 
can  fully  assure  themselves  as  to  distance  or  direction. 

The  command  generally  appeared  to  better  advantage  after 
passing  the  reviewing-officer  than  during  the  passage.  The  re- 
view and  detailed  inspection  occurred  at  four  p.m.  on  Thursday. 
The  weather  was  quite  favorable  ;  the  review  was  fairly  conducted  ; 
salutes  in  line  of  the  non-commissioned  staff  were  incorrect,  they 
saluting  at  the  command,  "present,"  in  place  of  at  "arms." 
During  dress-parades  and  reviews  the  guard  was  not  paraded  as  it 
should  have  been. 

At  the  inspection,  the  men  were  very  stead}',  and  had  given 
careful  attention  to  their  personal  appearance,  method  of  wearing 
and  adjusting  accoutrements  and  collars  ;  all  loose  ends  of  knap- 
sack-straps were  carefully  rolled,  and  the  articles  in  knapsacks 
were  generally  very  neatly  packed. 

In  the  leading  company,  A,  arms  were  in  good  condition,  but 
were  poorly  stacked ;  in  Company  C,  one  of  the  bayonet-sockets 
was  rust}7 ;  in  Company  D,  one  of  the  bayonet-sockets  was  rusty, 
arms  were  poorly  stacked,  and  the  captain  was  not  in  the  place 
prescribed  when  ranks  were  closed  ;  in  Company  B,  two  rifles  were 
slightly  rusty,  and  the  captain  was  not  in  his  prescribed  place 
when  ranks  were  closed.  The  band  appeared  well,  and  had  been 
instructed  as  to  their  position  and  duties.  The  formal  inspection 
of  quarters  followed  immediately  after  inspection  of  arms  ;  the 
quarters  of  Companies  A  and  C  were  spotless,  those  of  D  and  B 
very  clean. 

The  band  quarters  had  received  more  careful  attention  than  at 
any  previous  encampment  I  have  visited.  Officers'  quarters,  mess 
tents,  kitchen,  and  sinks,  were  in  excellent  condition. 

The  hospital  department  was  in  thorough  order,  under  charge 
of  the  surgeon  and  hospital  steward  ;  the  duties,  owing  to  lack  of 
patients,  were  confined  chiefly  to  the  meteorological  observations. 
The  instruments,  books,  and  medicines  were  at  hand,  read}'  for 
instant  use. 
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REPORT  OF  INSPECTION  OF  THE  SECOND  CORPS  CADETS, 
M.V.M.,    AUG.    8th   AND   9th,   IN   CAMP   AT   MAGNOLIA. 

Clinton,  Mass.,  Aug.  20,  1878.

General,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  your 
orders  I  visited  the  camp  of  the  Second  Corps  of  Cadets,  M.V.M., 
at  Magnolia,  on  Thursday  and  Frida}T,  Aug.  8th  and  9  th: 

Owing  to  a  succession  of  the  most  violent  thunder  showers  which 
occurred  throughout  the  week,  inundating  the  camp  especially  dur- 
ing my  visit  (the  surgeon  reporting  a  fall  of  3.4  inches  on  Thurs- 
day and  6.8  inches  on  Frida}'),  there  was  little  opportunity  to 
witness  out-of-door  exercises,  and  for  purposes  of  instruction  the 
camp  was  almost  valueless. 

On  Thursday  afternoon  the  dress-parade  and  muster  for  pay 
were  held  ;  the  corps  appeared  to  far  better  advantage  than  at  the 
spring  inspections  ;  officers,  men,  and  band  seemed  familiar  with 
their  duties,  and  the  ceremonies  were  creditably  performed. 

Books  and  papers  were  examined  during  Thursday  evening  ; 
company  books  are  few  in  number,  and  consist  merely  of  order 
and  first  sergeants'  books.  In  each  company  the  order  books  were 
neatly  and  property  kept,  with  the  single  exception  that  the  captains 
had  not  signed  company  orders,  but  had  allowed  the  first  sergeants 
to  sign  as  "■  by  command  of  captain."  The  first  sergeant's  book 
of  Compan}'  B  improperly  contained  a  roster  of  officers  as  well  as 
the  roll  of  enlisted  men.  Of  the  various  corps  books  the  indorse- 
ment book  kept  Iry  the  adjutant  is  a  model  that  may  well  be  fol- 
lowed by  other  adjutants.  The  roll-book,  roster,  order,  and  letter 
cop}7  books,  also  kept  bjr  the  adjutant,  are  in  excellent  condition. 

The  quartermaster  attends  to  the  property-book,  and  in  his 
inventory  of  corps  property  keeps  a  separate  account  with  each 
member  of  the  corps,  an  excellent  arrangement.  The  pa}rmaster's 
index  to  muster-book  and  enlistment-book  is  most  admirably  ar- 
ranged for  small  organizations  ;  the  corps  record-book  is  properly 
kept  by  the  sergeant-major. 

Owing  to  the  severity  of  the  storm,  a  large  number  of  visitors 
who  had  come  to  witness  the  dress-parade,  and  attend  the  evening 
concert,  were  unable  to  leave,  and  were  detained  in  camp  all  night, 
mairy  of  thein  unable  to  find  sleeping  accommodations,  although 
the  officers  and  men  did  all  in  their  power  for  the  comfort  of  the 
visitors.     Good  order   was  maintained  throughout  the  night ;  at 
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my  suggestion  the  sentinels  were  called  in,  and  no  examination 
was  held  as  to  their  proficiency. 

The  review  and  formal  inspection  were  commenced  during  an 
interval  between  showers  on  Friday  morning,  and  concluded  in  the 
rain.  The  ceremonies  were  ver}*  creditabi}'  performed  ;  the  inspec- 
tion of  quarters,  sinks,  and  kitchens  was  satisfactory ;  notwith- 
standing the  storm  and  the  large  number  of  strangers  who  had 
passed  the  night  in  camp,  both  tents  and  the  grounds  about  them 
were  remarkably  clean,  and  great  care  had  been  taken  in  the  ar- 
rangement of  articles  in  the  tents. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  weather  during  the  week  was  so 
unfavorable,  as  preparations  had  been  made  for  performing  an 
unusual  amount  of  work. 

Since  my  last  camp  inspection  of  this  command  in  1876,  the 
number  of  companies  has  been  reduced  from  four  to  two,  a  most 
commendable  arrangement,  and  in  view  of  the  present  small  mem- 
bership the  formation  of  a  single  company  from  the  two  now  exist- 
ing would  seem  to  be  desirable.

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REPORT  OF  INSPECTION  OF  THE  SECOND  BRIGADE,  M.V.M., 
CAMP  AT  SO.  FRAMINGHAM,  SEPT.  13-16,  1878. 

Clinton,  Mass.,  Oct.  11, 1878. 
Brig. -Gen.  C.  G.  Attwood,  Inspector- General,  Boston,  Mass. 

General, — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of 
the  general  inspection  of  the  camp  of  the  Second  Brigade, 
M.V.M.,  at  South  Framingham,  made  in  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  sect.  107,  chap.  265,  Statutes  of  1878,  and  in 
obedience  to  }Tour  instructions,  by  m}Tself  and  Lieut. -Cols.  A. 
Hun  Beny  and  Frederick  Mason,  Assistant  Inspectors-General, 
M.V.M. 

Being  in  camp  from  Wednesday,  Sept.  13,  until  its  termination 
upon  the  following  Saturday,  there  was  ample  opportunity  to 
observe  the  actual  condition  of  the  camp  and  the  manner  in  which 
dut}'  was  performed. 

Plan  of  the  Camp. 

The  camp  was  arranged  and  conducted  after  a  plan  entirety  dif- 
ferent from  that  adopted  at  any  recent  camp  of  the  M.  V.  M.  The 
intention  seemed  to  be,  to  introduce  a  s}Tstem  of  direct  responsi- 
bility from  each  member  of  a  company  to  his  captain,  from  each 
captain  to  the  battalion  commander,  and  from  each  field  officer 
to  the  general  of  the  brigade ;  to  accomplish  an  unusual  amount  of 
work  that  could  not  well  be  performed  in  the  company  armor}*, 
and  at  the  same  time  regard  the  feelings  and  comfort  of  the  enlisted 
men,  avoiding  so  far  as  possible  exercises  that  would  occup}-  time 
without  instructing  the  greater  number. 

In  support  of  this  system  may  be  cited  Gen.  W".  B.  Franklin, 
Adjutant-General  of  Connecticut,  who  states  on  p.  4  of  his  report 
for  1877:  "It  is  extremel}-  unlikel}'  that  the  Connecticut  Na- 
tional Guard  will  be  called  into  active  service  as  a  brigade  ;  or, 
should  it  be  so  called,  it  is  even  more  unlikely  that  it  would  go 
under  fire  as  a  brigade  :  the  regiment  will  in  all  probability  be  the 
largest  bodjr  that  will  act  as  a  unit.  If  this  assumption  be  correct, 
it  seems  to  me  that  the  drill  at  the  encampments  should,  as  a  rule, 
be  that  of  the  battalion,  and  that  one  day,  or  a  part  of  the  day, 
would  be  quite  enough  to  devote  to  brigade  movements,  the  re- 
mainder of  the  time  being  devoted  to  battalion  drill.  The  colo- 
nels, too,  would  in  that  case  feel  more  responsibility  for  the  drill 
of  their  regiments,  and  would  get  a  better  knowledge  of  the  skill 
and  efficienc}*  of  their  company  officers;"    and  on  p.   5,   "The 
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criticisms  I  have  made  bear  against  the  general  system  upon 
which  the  drill  and  guard  duty  have  been  conducted  hitherto, 
which  seems  to  be,  that,  as  the  encampment  is  a  brigade  encamp- 
ment, brigade  evolutions  must  rule."  The  official  reports  of  the 
adjutant-generals  of  Maryland,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  and 
New  York,  the  States  in  which  the  militia  was  called  into  service 
during  the  summer  of  1877  on  account  of  labor  troubles,  show  that 
general  officers  and  members  of  their  staffs  were  fully  occupied 
with  the  general  direction  of  affairs,  while  upon  the  colonels  de- 
volved the  arranging  of  all  the  important  details  of  feeding,  quar- 
tering, and  transporting  their  commands. 

The  camp  was  arranged  so  that  each  battalion  commander  could 
see  and  have  under  his  immediate  eye  his  entire  command,  and 
each  captain  every  tent  occupied  by  his  men. 

The  battalion  headquarters  were  laid  out  on  three  sides  of  a 
parallelogram,  with  the  commander's  tent  in  the  centre  of  the  short 
side.  Each  company  had  an  entire  street  to  itself,  so  that,  in  case 
of  any  disorder,  there  might  be  no  question  as  to  the  captain 
responsible  for  it.  Each  organization  was  required  to  guard  its 
own  ground  ;  and,  that  the  battalion  commander  could  at  all  times 
know  how  the  duty  was  being  performed,  the  guard-tents  were 
admirably  located  at  the  entrance  to  the  main  street,  directly  in 
front  of  his  quarters. 

To  economize  space,  and  at  the  same  time  place  the  kitchens, 
sinks,  and  stables  for  officers'  horses,  in  the  least  conspicuous 
part  of  the  ground,  the  infantry  organizations  and  battery  were 
placed  in  one  line  in  front  of  the  ravine  which  divides  the  field. 
The  cavalry  were  encamped  facing  the  road,  between  the  infantry 
and  the  arsenal. 

Owing  to  the  small  size  of  the  companies,  the  streets  were  very 
short,  and  the  entire  camp  appeared  broad  in  proportion  to  its 
depth  ;  but,  as  the  important  ends  desired  were  attained,  this  defect 
in  appearance  was  of  little  importance.  Brigade  headquarters 
were  located  as  last  year  ;  the  headquarters  guard  and  pickets  for 
the  entrances  were  furnished  by  details  from  the  several  commands, 
and  were  mounted  daily.  One  detail,  that  from  the  First  Battal- 
ion, was  very  properly  sent  out  with  knapsacks  on  account  of  its 
being  detached  to  so  great  a  distance  from  its  proper  command  for 
the  period  of  twenty-four  hours.  The  entrance  to  the  grounds 
nearest  the  arsenal  was  left  unguarded,  and  no  provision  was  made 
to  keep  unauthorized  persons  from  entering  the  camp  from  this 
direction,  an  oversight  which  should  be  remedied  in  the  future. 

The  fact  that  each  command  guarded  the  four  sides  of  its  camp, 
rendered  necessary  a  detail  for  guard   that  worked   unfavorably 
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upon  the  smaller  battalions,  but  was  favorable  for  the  regiments  ; 
in  the  former  the  companies  as  assembled  for  drill  were  mere  skele- 
tons ;  in  the  latter  the  detail  was  smaller  than  under  the  S3Tstem  of 
having  brigade  guards,  and  consequently  more  men  were  available 
for  drill  than  heretofore.  The  number  of  posts  may  possibly  be 
lessened  in  future  camps  b}r  having  less  interval  between  organiza- 
tions, so  that  each  majT  necessarity  guard  but  three  sides  of  its 
ground. 

The  hours  for  reveille,  tattoo,  taps,  drill  and  meal  roll  calls, 
were  determined  at  brigade  headquarters.  Every  roll  call  and 
dut}-  was  performed  under  the  observation  of  the  brigadier-general 
in  person,  or  of  some  member  of  his  staff,  who  kept  him  thoroughly 
informed  of  what  was  doing  in  each  organization,  and  of  the  man- 
ner in  which  each  duty  was  performed.  Different  hours  for  dress 
parade  were  established  in  the  different  organizations,  allowing 
officers  and  men  to  observe  the  ceremony,  and  profit  therefrom ; 
and  not  only  at  parades,  but  at  drills,  men  of  each  organization 
were  noticed  carefully  watching  the  movements  of  others,  this  to 
an  extent  that  would  not  have  been  possible  had  the  battalions 
encamped  at  different  seasons. 

Attendance. 

The  percentage  of  attendance  throughout  the  brigade  was 
slightly  less  than  last  year,  being  82.1  per  cent  last  and  78.2  per 
cent  this  year  (excluding  bands) .

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The  Eighth  and  Fifth  Regiments,  and  First  Battalion  Cavalry, 
showing  a  greater,  and  the  other  organizations  showing  a  less, 
percentage  of  attendance,  than  last  year. 
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Discipline. 

The  discipline  of  the  brigade  was  excellent.  Every  officer  and 
man  seemed  determined  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  make  the  camp  a 
success,  and  to  do  honor  to  his  company  or  regiment  or  brigade. 
There  was  no  noise  after  taps,  lights  were  promptly  extinguished, 
and  misdemeanors  were  rare,  as  the  attendance  at  the  guard-house 
will  show,  but  ten  men  from  the  entire  command  being  confined 
during  the  week  as  against  forty-seven  during  the  same  period 
last  year.  Punishment  followed  speedily  upon  conviction  for  any 
offence ;  the  reduction  to  the  ranks  of  non-commissioned  officers 
for  improper  conduct,  and  the  subsequent  behavior  of  the  unfor- 
tunates and  of  their  friends,  in  cheerfully  yielding  obedience  to 
authority,  showed  a  very  high  state  of  discipline.  Lieut.-Col. 
Beny,  Assistant  Inspector-General,  reports,  "  That  men  were 
prompt  in  responding  to  all  calls  ;  and  many  captains  remarked 
that  more  duty  had  been  done,  with  less  work  for  the  officer 
to  attain  it,  than  at  any  encampment  they  had  ever  before 
attended." 

Guard  Duty. 

Guard  duty  was  excellently  performed :  the  sentinels  were  well 
instructed,  and  both  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers  were 
very  generally  occupied  in  instructing  and  superintending  their 
guards.  Sentinels  should  be  taught  to  come  to  position  of  "arms 
port"  whenever  receiving  instructions,  or  calling  the  corporal  of 
the  guard.  The  regimental  or  battalion  guard-mountings  were 
very  well  performed ;  and  the  guards,  being  constantly  under  the 
eyes  of  the  regimental  commander,  were  very  attentive  to  their 
duties.  There  still  seems  to  be  some  difficulty  about  the  grand  or 
brigade-guard  mounting ;  every  day  some  officer  was  found  not 
thoroughly  familiar  with  his  duties  at  the  ceremony ;  the  chief 
error  observed  at  regimental  guard  headquarters  being  a  desire  to 
turn  out  on  the  approach  of  assistant  inspectors-general,  whose 
rank  did  not  entitle  them  to  the  honor.  After  dark,  when  the  time 
arrived  for  challenging,  all  sentinels  seemed  to  be  on  the  alert,  and, 
even  when  recognized,  it  was  impossible  for  officers  to  pass  unless 
they  were  provided  with  and  gave  the  proper  countersign.  Provost 
duty  was  thoroughly  performed,  suspicious  persons  and  stragglers 
received  prompt  attention,  and,  in  spite  of  the  unpleasantness  of 
the  duty,  the  field  was  kept  entirely  clear  for  any  exercises  :  over- 
curious  friends  were  reminded  that  it  was  absolutely  necessary  for 
them,  regardless  of  the  position  they  chanced  to  hold,  to  give  room 
for  the  legitimate  exercises  of  the  da}'. 
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Military  Courtesy. 

Much  attention  has  evidently  been  given  to  the  matter  of 
military  courtesy  and  saluting.  Men  were  very  generally  anxious 
to  pay  proper  courtesy  to  their  own  officers,  as  well  as  to  those  of 
other  battalions.  The  cavalry  and  artillery  commands,  although 
excelling  their  previous  exertions  in  this  direction,  have  not 
reached  the  high  standard  attained  by  the  infantry.  Attention 
should  be  given  by  company  officers  to  the  prescribed  form  for 
rendering  salutes.  Having  succeeded  so  generally  in  inculcating  a 
desire  to  recognize  superiors  in  rank,  it  now  remains  to  look  into 
the  more  minute  details,  and  see  that  the  recognition  is  made  as 
prescribed  ;  and  officers  must  continually  have  in  mind,  that,  by 
failing  to  acknowledge  the  salute  of  a  sentinel  or  man,  they  are  not 
merely  setting  a  bad  example,  but  are  also  guilt}'  of  great  dis- 
courtesy. During  the  general  inspection  of  quarters  it  was  notice- 
able that  in  nearly  all,  if  not  in  all,  the  companies  of  the  brigade, 
the  men  paraded  themselves  before  their  tents,  and  saluted  as  the 
inspector  passed  ;  in  many  instances,  when  the  approach  of  the 
officer  was  not  noticed,  men  who  were  sitting  without  particular 
occupation  would  rise  and  salute  as  the  inspector  passed.  Not  a 
single  case  was  observed  where  men  stared  curiously,  without  any 
apparent  idea  of  rendering  any  salute. 

Police. 

On  Thursday  morning,  immediately  after  guard-mounting,  the 
Assistant  Inspectors  General  together  made  a  careful  and  thorough 
examination  of  the  entire  camp  without  giving  commanding  officers 
any  intimation  of  their  visit.  The  entire  camp,  including  general 
parade,  intervals  between  organizations,  company  and  other  streets, 
officers'  quarters,  grounds  about  kitchens,  sinks,  and  all  stables  save 
those  of  the  battery,  were  perfectly  clean  :  no  papers,  straw,  or 
refuse  of  any  kind  could  be  found.  The  battery-stables  had  not 
received  the  attention  that  was  evident  elsewhere,  possibly  owing 
to  the  fact  that  they  were  visited  earlier  than  the  others.  When 
camp  was  broken  on  Saturday  there  was  not  found  concealed  under 
the  tent-floors  or  in  other  places  the  usual  collection  of  rubbish : 
this  fact  proved  that  all  refuse  had  been  daily  removed  from  the 
camp.  Every  sink  had  that  morning  received  due  care ;  the 
interior  of  every  kitchen  was  thorough!}'  clean  and  in  order ; 
wells  were  carefully  guarded,  that  the  water  could  not  be  polluted 
by  men  washing  in  their  immediate  vicinity. 

Mess-tents  and  kitchens  were  variously  arranged  in  the  several 
organizations  :  the  best  seemed  to  be  that  of  the  Eighth  Regiment, 
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where  one  caterer  provides  for  the  entire  regiment,  who  occupy  a 
single  mess-tent  sufficiently  large  to  accommodate  the  entire  com- 
mand, with,  however,  a  separate  dining-tent  for  field  and  staff 
officers.  This  was  the  second  year  of  its  trial,  and  the  results  are 
in  every  wa}7  satisfactory.  The  camp  presents  a  neater  appear- 
ance, and  the  dangers  from  the  possible  neglect  of  sanitary  pre- 
cautions are  not  so  great  from  one  kitchen  as  they  would  be  when 
each  company  of  the  command  has  its  separate  kitchen.  More 
care  than  formerly  was  displayed  in  arranging  the  contents  of  in- 
dividual tents.  Many  companies  set  apart  one  tent  for  the  storage 
of  bed-sacks  during  the  day.  There  was  a  comparatively  small 
collection  of  unnecessaiy  articles,  and  officers  and  men  seemed 
desirous  to  make  themselves  comfortable  with  as  few  articles  as 
possible.  Company  D,  First  Battalion,  presented  the  most  uniform 
arrangement  of  articles  in  the  tents.  The  quarters  of  the  cavalry 
battalion  showed  an  improvement  over  last  year.  All  tents  in  the 
brigade  were  floored  at  private  expense. 

Drill. 

During  the  week  no  brigade  drills  were  held,  but  one  brigade 
dress-parade  (that  on  Friday),  and  but  two  reviews,  one  by  Gen. 
Sutton  on  Thursday,  and  the  other  before  his  Excellency  the 
Commander-in-Chief  on  Friday.  BjT  this  omission  of  brigade  cere- 
monies as  usually  performed,  much  time  was  gained  for  other  and 
needed  drills.  Skirmish  drills  by  compan}7,  and  drills  in  the 
manual  of  firing,  were  daily  witnessed.  More  attention  should  be 
given  to  the  former,  as  camp  presents  the  only  occasion  where  such 
can  be  had,  and  both  by  company  and  b\7  battalion  the}7  are  of  the 
utmost  importance,  and  need  much  attention.  At  the  battalion 
drills  it  was  noticed  that  commanders  of  subdivisions  very  gen- 
erally allow  their  men  to  approach  the  line  too  closely  before 
halting  them.  In  but  one  battalion  were  subdivisions  observed  to 
halt  at  the  prescribed  three  yards  from  the  line.  In  some  battal- 
ions a  portion  of  the  time  was  devoted  to  the  practice  of  the 
manual  of  arms  by  battalion ;  this  resulted  in  a  marked  improve- 
ment in  the  precision  of  motions  and  in  especial  contrast  to  those 
battalions  where  this  exercise  had  not  been  practised.  More 
attention  to  the  counting  of  the  numbers  in  the  manual,  keeping 
the  cadence  of  the  step  in  counting,  will  result  in  greater  excel- 
lence. 

Movements  generally  were  very  well  executed,  and  seemed  to 
show  great  improvement  over  the  spring  inspections,  as  well  as  the 
beneficial  results  of  officers'  schools.    The  Eighth  Regiment,  with  a 
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new  dress-hat  in  place  of  the  unsightly  affair  previously  worn, 
showed  a  great  improvement  over  the  last  encampment  in  general 
appearance  and  almost  every  branch  of  duty.  The  Fifth  Regi- 
ment did  excellently  well,  its  movements  in  line  after  breaking 
camp  on  Saturday  being  very  well  executed.  The  First  and  Ninth 
Battalions  show  improvement  in  personal  appearance  and  military 
courtesy.  The  drill  of  the  former  in  the  details  of  review,  and  the 
unusual  and  well-executed  double-time  movements  of  the  latter, 
are  to  be  commended.  Battery  A  appeared  better  than  at  the 
June  inspections,  but  is  still  below  the  proper  standard  of  disci- 
pline and  drill.  The  horses  used  were  better  than  heretofore.  The 
companies  of  the  cavalry  battalion  accomplished  more  work  than 
at  an}'  of  the  recent  encampments,  and  their  improvement  in  posi- 
tion and  drill  was  most  marked.  The  riding-school,  used  for  the 
first  time  for  some  }7ears,  was  fairly  attended,  and  ma}r  upon 
further  trial  produce  beneficial  results.  The  officers  should 
familiarize  themselves  with  this  part  of  the  drill,  and  be  able  to 
properly  instruct  their  men.  At  no  time  should  the  riding-school 
be  used  except  when  in  charge  of  an  officer,  who  should  not  per- 
mit promiscuous  racing,  irregular  riding,  or  using  the  sabre  except 
in  the  proper  manner.  The  cutting  at  heads  showed  a  great  need 
of  attention  to  sabre-exercises,  especially  to  the  moulinets.  At 
the  review  on  Thursday,  the  brigade  being  under  the  command  of 
Col.  Peach  of  the  Eighth  Regiment,  the  brigade  in  line  of  masses, 
men  stood  steadily  while  the  reviewing  officer  passed  around ;  the 
intervals  between  organizations  were  not  uniform.  After  changing 
direction  by  the  left  flank,  the  Fifth  Regiment  and  Ninth  Battalion 
failed  to  take  wheeling  distance  before  breaking  into  columns  of 
companies,  which  caused  these  commands  to  mark  time  at  several 
points  in  order  to  gain  their  proper  distance.  A  loss  of  distance 
in  some  commands,  and  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  officers  to  salute 
the  reviewing  officer  at  too  great  a  distance  from  him,  were  the 
most  noticeable  errors.  At  the  review  of  Friday  these  errors 
were  generally  corrected,  but  the  neglect  to  take  wheeling  distance 
before  breaking  into  columns  of  companies  was  noticed  as  on  the 
previous  day  and  in  the  same  battalions.  In  other  respects  the 
review  was  excellent ;  distances  and  alignments  were  good. 
Officers,  however,  need  to  give  attention  to  the  distance  at  which  to 
salute  and  return  to  the  carry.  Ranks  were  not  uniformly  closed 
in  the  Eighth  Regiment  and  Ninth  Battalion. 

General  Remarks. 
At  brigade  headquarters  there  was  observed  the  same  attention 
to  detail  as  was  conspicuous  last  year.     The  officers  were  prompt 
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in  discharging  their  duties ;  every  non-commissioned  staff-officer 
had  his  peculiar  duties  to  perform,  and  attended  to  them,  reliev- 
ing his  immediate  superior  of  much  of  the  routine  work,  and 
proving  himself  thoroughly  efficient.  The  officers  of  the  medical 
department  attended  to  their  duties  most  conscientiously,  as  is 
shown  by  the  excellent  condition  of  sinks,  kitchens,  and  good 
health  of  the  camp.  It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  the  present 
arrangement  of  having  a  brigade  hospital  be  retained,  and  that  an 
outfit  of  hospital  clothing  be  obtained,  plainly  marked,  and  used 
for  no  other  purpose,  but  remain  while  in  camp  under  the  exclusive 
control  of  the  medical  directors.  The  expense  will  be  trifling,  and 
the  result  highly  beneficial,  not  merely  as  regards  the  personal 
comfort  of  such  invalids  as  may  be  sent  to  the  hospital,  but  also 
for  general  sanitary  reasons. 

September  seems  more  suitable  for  encampments  than  August. 
The  days  were  not  uncomfortably  warm,  and  the  sick-list  was  very 
small.  »The  weather  was  unfavorable,  showers  and  heavy  fogs 
being  of  frequent  occurrence  during  the  week  ;  but,  by  taking  ad- 
vantage of  the  pleasant  intervals  between  showers,  only  one  bat- 
talion drill  was  omitted  from  the  programme.  The  inspections 
made  by  the  brigade  inspector  were  postponed  or  interrupted  in 
a  most  unfortunate  manner.  The  attendance  of  visitors  was  un- 
usually small. 

Lieut. -Col.  Berry  concludes  his  report  of  the  encampment  as 
follows :  u  It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  express  my  extreme 
gratification  at  the  results  of  the  encampment  of  this  brigade  ;  and 
I  can  truly  say,  as  I  have  attended  ever}7  encampment  of  it  since 
its  organization  in  1866,  as  well  as  since  its  re-organization  in 
1876,  that  in  point  of  military  duty  this  last  tour  has  far  excelled 
any  of  the  others.' ' 

To  Lieut. -Cols.  Berry  and  Mason,  Assistant  Inspectors-General, 
I  am  indebted  for  valuable  assistance  in  framing  this  report.

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REPORT  OF  INSPECTION  OF  THE  FIRST  BRIGADE,  M.V.M., 
CAMP  AT  SOUTH  FRAMINGHAM,  SEPT.  26-28,  1878.

General,  —  In  compliance  with  sect.  107,  chap.  265,  Acts  of 
1878,  I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  report  of  the  camp  of  the 
First  Brigade,  M.V.M. 

A  change  in  the  law  from  that  of  last  year  requires  the  In- 
spector-General to  make  a  general  inspection  of  the  camp,  rather 
than  a  minute  one  as  heretofore,  the  latter  duty  devolving  upon  the 
Assistant  Inspectors-General  of  brigade.  In  my  general  report 
of  this  department  for  the  current  }Tear,  to  be  hereafter  submitted, 
I  shall  compare  the  reports  of  those  officers,  and  m}r  report  of  the 
inspections  made  in  June  last,  so  that  any  change  in  the  troops,  as 
to  improvement  or  otherwise,  ma}T  be  noted. 

The  camp  was  held  at  South  Framingham  on  the  24th,  25th, 
26th,  27th,  and  28th  of  September.  In  company  with  Col. 
Stevens,  Lieut. -Cols.  Berry  and  Mason,  Assistant  Inspectors-Gen- 
eral, I  reached  South  Framingham  on  Thursday,  Sept.  26,  at  nine 
o'clock  a.m.,  finding  Capt.  H.  E.  Hill,  A.D.C.,  in  waiting  to  con- 
duct me  to  the  brigade  headquarters.  On  arrival  at  camp  the 
guard  at  the  main  entrance  was  paraded,  and  saluted  properh',  and 
the  proper  salute  was  tired  by  a  detachment  of  artillery.  Having 
paid  my  respects  to  the  commanding-general,  I  proceeded  with  my 
assistants  to  make  a  careful  inspection  of  the  entire  camp,  and  I 
present  the  following  as  m}~  observations. 

Policing. 
Par.  10,  General  Orders  No.  3,  Headquarters  First  Brigade, 
prescribes  that  the  time  for  policing  camp  will  be  immediately 
after  reveille,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  condition  of  the 
camp  may  require.  In  the  camps  of  the  artillery,  cavalry,  Third 
Battalion,  Sixth  Regiment,  and  the  unattached  compaivy  of  in- 
fantry, it  was  noticed  that  the  requirements  of  this  order  had  not 
been  fully  complied  with,  for  considerable  litter  was  within  the 
lines,  and  the  sinks  had  evidently  not  been  covered,  or.  if  they 
had,  then  at  a  very  early  hour  in  the  morning;  this  last  was  also 
observed  in  the  Tenth  Regiment  and  Second  Battalion.  In  the 
parks  of  both  batteries  of  artillery,  horse-droppings  were  noticed 
apparently  twenty-four  or  more  hours  old.     At  the  guard-tents  at 
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the  main  entrance,  the  ground  between  and  in  rear  of  the  tents 
was  littered  with  a  considerable  quantity  of  melon-rinds  and  other 
refuse.  This  was  apparently  the  fault  of  the  guard  which  had 
marched  off  that  morning,  rather  than  of  the  new  guard  which  had 
just  arrived  at  its  post. 

Sanitary  Arrangements. 
A  visit  to  the  brigade  hospital  found  it  neat  and  clean  ;  the  only 
inmate  at  the  time  appeared  to  be  well  cared  for.  In  my  opinion, 
there  is  a  great  need  of  an  immediate  purchase  of  linen  and  bed- 
ding  which  should  be  retained  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  hospi- 
tals. Good  attention  was  paid  to  sanitary  regulations  throughout 
the  camp  generally;  but  I  noticed  in  rear  of  the  cavalry-quarters, 
several  men  washing  themselves  immediate!}'  over  a  well,  while  the 
sentinel  there  stationed  did  not  seem  to  think  it  an}'  portion  of  his 
dut}7  to  prevent  this  defiling  of  the  drinking-water.  The  same  was 
the  case  at  the  wells  of  the  Second  Battalion  infantry. 

Courtesy. 

During  the  general  examination  of  quarters,  nearly  all  the  troops 
were  on  the  line  engaged  in  drill,  but  the  few  men  about  the  com- 
pany streets  appeared  to  be  very  negligent,  or  to  have  had  but 
little  instruction,  in  the  matter  of  military  courtesy ;  and  the  cases 
were  rare  in  which  they  proper!}'  saluted  the  inspecting  officers  as 
they  passed.  In  many  cases  the  men  stood  staring  without  any 
recognition  whatever ;  and  salutes  with  the  hand,  when  rendered, 
were  generally  given  in  a  careless  and  slovenly  manner.  This  same 
lack  of  courtesy  was  noticed  on  Friday  during  the  visit  of  his  Excel- 
lency the  Commander-in-Chief  to  the  headquarters  of  the  several 
organizations.  The  sentinel  in  front  of  the  headquarters  of  the 
First  Battalion  of  artillery  saluted  the  inspector  improperly  by  rais- 
ing his  sabre  vertically  several  times  in  rapid  succession.  At  the 
guard  tents  of  the  Second  Battalion  of  infantry,  when  the  guard 
turned  out  to  the  battalion  officer  of  the  day,  the  field-music  from 
the  right  of  the  guard  improperly  sounded  a  ruffle.  The  camp 
guard  of  the  Fourth  Battalion  infantry  turned  out  in  good  style 
on  the  approach  of  the  inspector,  and  saluted  properly. 

Sentinels  failed  to  a  considerable  extent  to  salute  properly,  and 
frequently  did  not  come  to  arms  port,  when  addressed  by  the  cor- 
poral of  the  guard  ;  and  in  the  evening  some  were  disposed  to 
permit  officers  to  cross  their  beats  on  personal  recognition  without 
requiring  the  countersign,  while  others  properly  detained  officers 
until  the  countersign  was  forthcoming. 
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Discipline. 

The  men  were  generally  very  prompt  in  attendance  on  roll-calls, 
and  seemed  anxious  and  willing  to  do  whatever  was  required  to  the 
best  of  their  knowledge  and  ability.  There  was  a  very  general 
expression  of  opinion,  on  the  part  of  company  officers,  that  more 
and  better  dut}r  had  been  accomplished,  with  greater  ease  and  less 
friction,  than  ever  before.  The  familiarit}^  between  officers  and 
men,  alluded  to  in  my  report  of  1877,  has  changed  a  great  deal  for 
the  better ;  but  it  was  observed  in  Company  E,  Sixth  Regiment, 
that  the  officers'  quarters  were  frequented  b}'  the  men,  and  in  the  tent 
of  the  captain  a  parlor-organ  and  singing-books  were  placed  appar- 
ently to  invite  the  presence  of  the  men.  I  was  informed  it  was 
the  practice  of  the  captain  of  this  company  to  invite  the  relieved 
sentinels  of  his  company  into  his  quarters  at  night  to  partake  of 
hot  lemonade.  It  is  commendable  in  an  officer  to  look  carefully 
after  the  comfort  of  his  men,  and  singing  may  add  to  their  cheer- 
fulness ;  but  it  is  believed  that  there  are  other  and  more  proper 
places  for  their  entertainment  than  the  captain's  tent.  The  prac- 
tice of  mock  parades,  which  was  indulged  in  to  a  large  extent  on 
the  morning  of  the  last  day  of  camp,  has  a  tendency  to  subvert 
discipline  as  surely  as  to  ridicule  a  thing  destro3Ts  its  value ;  and  I 
must  condemn  the  practice  in  the  strongest  terms. 

Review. 

At  the  review  on  Thursday,  the  steadiness  of  the  men  was  very 
creditable.  The  instruction  of  the  color-bearers  in  the  Third  and 
Fourth  Battalions  had  been  neglected,  for  on  the  passage  of  the 
reviewing  officer  around  the  line  the  colors  "of  the  Third  Battalion 
were  dropped,  and  upon  the  march  past  the  reviewing  officer  the 
colors  of  both  the  Third  and  Fourth  Battalions  failed  to  salute. 
The  Third  Battalion  passed  with  arms  at  a  right  shoulder  ;  after  the 
change' of  direction  by  the  left  flank,  the  Sixth  Regiment  neglected 
to  take  wheeling  distance  before  breaking  into  companies,  which 
caused  the  rear  battalions  to  close  up,  and  the  fourth  to  mark  time 
just  after  passing  the  reviewing  officer.  At  the  review  on  Friday, 
these  errors  were  corrected,  with  the  exception  of  the  same  failure 
to  take  distance  in  the  Sixth  Regiment. 

More  careful  attention  should  be  given  by  officers  to  estimating 
distances  from  the  reviewing  officer  at  the  time  of  saluting,  as  but 
few  salute  at  the  right  point ;  and  to  the  manual  of  the  sword  in 
saluting  in  accordance  with  Tactics,  par.  755.  At  the  review  on 
Friday,  the  hospital  steward  of  the  Fourth  Battalion  failed  to  salute. 

Especially  I  desire  to  speak  in  terms  of  commendation  of  the 
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passage  in  review  on  Friday  by  the  unattached  company  of  infan- 
try, which  gave  evidence,  by  general  good  appearance  and  precision 
in  marching,  of  careful  study  and  practice  since  the  inspection  in 
June  last.  This  company  performed  its  duties  at  camp  exceedingly 
well,  with  the  exception  of  the  police  of  its  quarters. 

On  Thursday,  at  the  brigade  dress-parade,  the  line  was  dismissed 
on  account  of  a  sudden,  heavy  shower.  In  some  organizations 
the  departure  from  the  field  was  not  effected  as  prescribed  ;  and, 
while  care  should  always  be  taken  to  protect  the  men,  it  is  not 
necessary  or  desirable  to  carelessly  dismiss  a  command  under  any 
emergency. 

At  the  review  on  Friday,  the  provost-marshal  failed  to  keep  the 
ground  clear  about  the  reviewing  officer,  and  a  brigade  non-com- 
missioned staff  officer  who  did  not  take  part  in  the  review  was  fre- 
quently observed  to  introduce  persons  within  the  lines. 

Guard   Duty. 

Brigade  guard-duty  was  performed  at  this  camp  bj7  organizations, 
each  taking  its  turn  in  furnishing  the  details  for  a  day's  duty. 
These  details  were  composed  of  entire  companies,  the  officers  of 
which  were  the  officers  of  the  guard.  In  addition  to  this  there 
was  a  detail  from  each  organization  for  the  guard  of  its  own  camp. 
This  method  of  arranging  guard-duty  seems  to  require  many  men, 
and  to  leave  small  battalions  for  drill. 

Attendance. 
The   percentage   of    attendance   throughout    the   brigade   was 
slightly  greater  than  last  year,  being  79.2  per  cent  last  and  81.6 
per  cent  this  year,  exclusive  of  bands.

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General  Remarks. 

The  camp  was  arranged  on  the  same  general  plan  as  last  year, 
with  the  exception  of  the  brigade  headquarters,  which  this  year 
afforded  a  greater  degree  of  privacy.     The  large  mess-tent,  hired 

for  the  occasion,  was  a  great  convenience  to  all  ;  and  il  is  recom- 
mended that  such  a  tent  be  purchased  by  the  Slate.  During  the 
encampment  the  weather  was  exceedingly  favorable,  and  but  little 
rain  fell,  chiefly  the  shower  of  Thursday  evening,  previously 
alluded  to.  Visitors  were  present  in  large  numbers,  and  were 
enthusiastic  in  their  appreciation  of  the  excellence  of  the  camp. 

The  headquarters  of  the  Second  Battalion  were  arranged  on  two 
sides  of  a  triangle,  the  commanding  officer's  tent  at  the  apex, — 
an  admirable  arrangement,  admitting  a  view  of  the  entire  com- 
mand from  the  front  of  his  quarters.  In  Company  C  of  this 
battalion,  each  tent  was  provided  with  a  chest,  or  locker,  plainly 
marked  with  the  company  letter ;  these  were  used  for  holding  all 
the  odds  and  ends  which  the  men  had  brought  to  camp  that  could 
not  be  packed  in  the  knapsacks.  The  effect  was  to  give  a  neat 
and  uniform  appearance  to  the  tents  of  the  company.  In  the 
Tenth  Regiment,  Company  E  had  one  tent  with  an  extensive  gun- 
rack  for  all  the  guns  of  the  company.  This  is  improper  in  camp, 
where  each  man  should  have  his  arms  within  reach  at  all  times. 
Compairy  B  had  an  excellent  arrangement  confining  the  guns  of 
the  men  in  each  tent  to  its  rear  pole,  secure,  and,  at  the  same 
time,  easy  of  access..  It  was  noticed  that  Compan}'  C  appeared 
equipped  writh  plumes,  in  uniformity  with  the  other  companies  of 
the  regiment. 

The  artilleiy  battalion  is  deserving  of  great  praise  ;  the  drills 
and  other  exercises  witnessed  were  very  creditable,  especially  the 
inspection  b}T  the  brigade  inspector.  Great  and  marked  improve-, 
ment  wTa's  visible,  and  discipline  and  personal  appearance  were 
far  better  than  before.  The  weak  point  is  carelessness  in  saluting. 
No  cavalr}T  drills  were  witnessed.  Of  the  pistols  issued  to  the 
company  of  cavalry  which  I  caused  to  be  partially  inspected  b}T 
Col.  Stevens  and  Lieut.  Col.  Beny,  I  have  to  sa}'  that  man}'  are 
out  of  repair,  and  need  attention  from  a  gunsmith.  It  is,  how- 
ever, the  opinion,  that  the  evil  is,  to  a  considerable  degree,  occa- 
sioned b}'  the  men  having  been  permitted  to  dismount  the  pistol 
without  a  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  arm  to  properly  remount  it. 
While  the  pattern  is  not  the  latest,  nor  the  most  convenient,  it  is 
believed  that  it  is  fairly  suitable  for  the  service  intended,  provided 
it  is  properly  used. 

The  inspections  by  the  brigade  inspector,  which  I  had  oppor- 
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tunity  to  witness,  were  conducted  in  a  most  thorough  manner,  and 
seemed  to  be  closely  patterned  after  those  instituted  by  this  depart- 
ment last  June,  and  meet  with  nry  warm  approval. 

The  general  commanding  the  brigade,  together  with'  his  able 
angl  efficient  commissioned  staff,  were  constantly  active  ;  and  the 
encampment,  as  a  whole,  reflects  great  credit  upon  its  commander, 
and  was  an  honor  to  the  State  and  to  the  officers  and  soldiers 
composing  the  brigade. 

In  making  this  report  I  have  been  particular  to  speak  of  what 
may  seem  small  matters,  and  of  little  moment,  for  the  reason  that 
only  by  close  attention  to  details  can  a  perfect  whole  be  produced. 

I  am  indebted  to  Gen.  Moore  and  his  staff  for  most  cordial  and 
hospitable  treatment ;  and,  as  usual,  I  have  to  accord  nry  thanks 
to  my  associates,  Col.  E.  G-.  Stevens,  and  Lieut.-Cols.  A-  Hun 
Berry  and  Frederick  Mason,  for  their  prompt,  intelligent,  and  able 
assistance  upon  this  tour  of  duty.

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REPORT   OF  INSPECTION  OF   ARMORIES   AND   STATE 

PROPERTY. 

Boston,  Nov.  1, 1878. 
Brig. -Gen.  C.  G.  Attwood,  Inspector- General,  M.  V.M. 

General,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  report,  that,  in  compliance  with 
your  instructions,  I  have  inspected  "  all  armories  and  all  State 
property  in  the  hands  of  the  militia,"  as  provided  in  Sect.  14, 
Chap.  265,  Acts  of  1878.  In  accordance  with  suggestions  from 
the  Adjutant-General's  office,  I  have  prepared  approximate  plans, 
which  accompany  this  report,  of  all  armories  occupied  by  the  mil- 
itia, showing  the  drill-halls,  meeting  and  property  rooms,  with 
the  position  of  the  arrangements  for  keeping  arms  and  uniforms, 
the  kind  of  building  in  which  the  armor}7  is  located  as  well  as  the 
full  rent  paid,  if  not  in  a  public  building.  These  plans  are  drawn 
to  the  same  scale,  one-sixteenth  of  an  inch  to  a  foot,  so  that  the 
sizes  of  the  different  rooms  may  be  readily  compared.  It  will  be 
seen  that  nearly  ever}'  company  in  the  militia  is  provided  with 
ample  quarters,  and  that  in  nearly  all,  the  facilities  for  keeping 
State  property  are  of  the  best.  The  armory  of  Companies  F  and 
G,  Third  Battalion  Infantry,  is  not  as  suitabfe  a  place  for  an 
armory  as  could  be  wished  ;  but  I  understand  that  negotiations  are 
in  progress  for  more  suitable  quarters  in  a  new  building,  which 
from  the  plans,  it  would  seem,  will  give  all  that  can  be  desired. 
The  present  armor}'  is  located  at  some  distance  from  the  street,  in 
rear  of  a  church,  and  is  on  the  ground-floor  of  the  building,  with 
small,  dark  ante-rooms  on  each  side  of  the  entrance ;  above  these, 
reached  by  a  ladder,  are  the  uniform-rooms,  in  which  the  uniforms 
are  hung ;  those  of  Company  F,  separately,  in  open  closets,  and 
those  of  Company  G,  together,  on  hooks  upon  the  walls.  The 
arms  are  in  the  drill-hall,  and  are  protected  by  glass  doors  from  the 
dampness  caused  by  the  leaky  condition  and  the  unfavorable  loca- 
tion of  the  building ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  before  another  year  the 
companies  may  be  better  provided  for. 

The  armories  of  Companies  A  and  E  of  the  Ninth  Battalion, 
and  E  of  the  Sixth  Regiment,  Infantry,  were  also  found  to  be 
leaky  ;  the  last  named,  having  been  found  so  bad,  was  reported  on 
immediately  by  letter.  The  armory  of  Company  E,  Ninth  Bat- 
talion Infantry,  is  also  unfit  for  the  purpose,  by  reason  of  its  being 
insecure  ;  it  has  already  been  broken  into  once  or  twice,  and  the 
posts  through  the  middle  of  it  render  it  inconA'enient  for  drill- 
purposes. 
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The  uniform-rooms  shown  on  the  plan  of  the  armory  of  Com- 
pany B,  Eighth  Regiment  Infant^,  are  also  unsuitable,  being  very 
dirty  and  very  much  out  of  repair,  and  in  such  a  condition  that 
the  company  has  hired  rooms  in  an  adjoining  building  for  the  offi- 
cers' and  uniform  rooms ;  these  rooms  should  be  included  in  the 
armory,  and  be  properly  fitted  up  for  the  best  care  of  State 
property.  The  armory  of  Company  C,  Eighth  Regiment  Infantry, 
was  without  gun-racks,  the  guns,  after  using,  being  piled  in  one 
corner  of  the  armory,  very  much  to  the  detriment  of  the  pieces. 
I  also  found  the  floor  of  this  armory  disgustingly  dirty  from  the 
too  free  use  of  tobacco  by  the  men  ;  recommendations  of  improve- 
ment were  made  in  both  cases.  From  the  appearance  of  the 
armories  in  the  cities  of  Worcester,  Lowell,  and  Cambridge,  and 
of  the  plans  of  the  armory  now  being  built  in  the  town-hall  at 
Millbury,  it  seems  that  if  cities  and  towns  should  avail  themselves 
more  generally  of  the  provisions  of  Sect.  90,  Chap.  265,  of  the 
Acts  of  1878,  the  interests  of  the  militia  would  certainly  be  better 
served  than  at  present,  and  with  less  annual  expense. 

Arms  and  equipments  were  in  good  condition ;  the  guns  were 
kept  in  open  or  closed  racks,  as  indicated  on  the  plans;  those 
marked  as  closed  have  glass  doors ;  the  exception,  Company  C, 
Eighth  Regiment  Infantry,  has  alread}'  been  noticed.  Some  of 
the  sabre  scabbards  in  Company  D,  First  Battalion  Cavahy, 
needed  replating ;  and  the  belt-buckles  needed  tongues,  as  by  the 
present  arrangement  the  belts  cannot  be  kept  properly  in  place. 

The  cartridge-boxes  of  Company  H,  First  Battalion  Infantry, 
have  all  been  carefully  and  neatly  repaired  at  company  expense,  so 
that  they  properly  fit  the  belts.  I  found  in  this  armory,  evidences 
of  the  most  careful  supervision  of  State  property,  which  could  be 
followed  to  advantage  by  nearly  every  company  in  the  militia. 
The  condition  of  knapsacks  has  been  ve^  much  improved,  and 
the  suggestions  in  your  report  of  the  inspection  of  the  militia  in 
June  last  have  been  generally  carried  out.  There  is  still  a  lack  of 
uniformity  in  repairs  ;  and  it  seems  that  if  these  could  be  made  at 
the  State  arsenal,  a  considerable  saving  of  expense  as  well  as  an 
improvement  in  appearance  would  result.  I  found  in  the  armory 
of  Company  A,  Fourth  Battalion  Infantry,  seventy  or  more  knap- 
sacks, twenty  of  which  were  said  to  have  been  condemned,  but 
by  what  authority  it  was  not  known. 

In  the  armory  of  Company  H,  Second  Battalion  Infantry,  there 
were  three  knapsacks  which  were  rendered  worthless  in  a  fire  that 
destroyed  the  armory  three  years  ago.  I  respectfully  recommend 
that  they  be  dropped  from  the  property  account. 

The  uniforms  in  most  of  the  companies  at  the  time  of  inspec- 
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tion  were  kept  hung  in  closets  in  the  armories,  one  or  more  in  a 
closet,  in  charge  of  the  men  to  whom  they  were  assigned.  This 
method  of  caring  for  uniforms  seems  to  give  the  best  result,  as 
uniforms  and  State  property  generally  appear  to  be  in  a  much 
better  condition  and  state  of  cleanliness  than  when  inspected  by 
me  last  year. 

In  the  armory  of  Company  B,  Second  Battalion  Infantry,  there 
were  six  coats  and  five  pairs  trousers  which  had  been  rendered 
unfit  for  use  by  fire  which  destroyed  the  armoiy  some  time  ago. 
I  respectfull}'  recommend  that  thejT  be  dropped  from  the  property 
account. 

Books  and  papers  generally  were  well  kept,  3'et  there  seems  to 
be  a  diversit}7  of  opinion  among  the  captains  as  to  the  method  of 
keeping  the  property*  account-book.  Wherever  needed,  the  proper 
method  has  been  explained  ;  but  I  respectfully  recommend  that 
forms  for  keeping  accounts,  &c,  be  prepared,  and  furnished  officers, 
in  order  that  there  may  be  one  S3'stem  throughout  the  militia.

General,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  as  my 
annual  report. 

Since  m}r  last  annual  report,  the  militia  law  has  been  materially 
changed.  Regimental  inspections,  held  in  Ma}'  or  June,  now  take 
the  place  of  elementary  drills  ;  and  the  inspections  of  troops  at 
encampments,  made  hy  myself,  are  of  a  more  general  nature  than 
heretofore.  As  required  b}~  the  law,  I  have  already  submitted  to 
3tou  reports  of  the  inspections  in  June,  of  the  troops  at  the  sev- 
eral encampments,  and  of  the  inspection  of  public  military  prop- 
erty in  armories  or  in  the  hands  of  companies.  Owing  to  the 
fact  that,  as  a  result  of  the  last  spring  inspection,  at  least  one  of 
the  infantry  companies  was  to  be  disbanded,  the  report  of  that 
inspection  was  framed  so  as  to  indicate  the  relative  standing  of 
companies  rather  than  that  of  regiments  and  battalions,  as  I 
believe  the  law  contemplates.  In  order,  therefore,  that  the  stand- 
ing of  regiments  as  seen  at  the  spring  inspection  ma}'  be  known,  I 
append  hereto,  marked  A,  a  supplementary  report  containing  mat- 
ter that  was  omitted  from  the  original  report. 

In  addition  to  the  companies  disbanded  for  non-efficienc}T,  others 
were  reprimanded  for  being  below  the  standard.  From  the  follow- 
ing table,  compiled  from  the  reports  of  the  Assistant  Inspectors- 
General  of  Brigades,  it  will  be  seen  that  these  companies  have 
generally  made  improvement  during  the  period  intervening  between 
the  spring  and  fall  inspections.

Companies  A,  Eighth  Regiment,  and  E,  Fifth  Regiment,  were 
notabty  deficient  as  to  attendance. 

Marked  improvement  has  been  made  in  many  respects  during 
the  past  year,  and  commanders  have  very  generally  given  careful 
attention  to  their  duties  ;  and  the  result  has  been  highly  gratifying. 

The  discipline  of  the  troops  has  been  well  maintained,  and,  as 
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illustrated  at  the  fall  encampments,  is  to  be  highly  commended. 
The  strong  company  feeling,  formerly  carried  to  such  an  extent  as  to 
interfere  with  the  successful  management  of  regimental  or  bat- 
talion affairs,  has  changed  to  a  pride  in  the  regiment  or  brigade ; 
and,  with  the  growth  of  harmony,  efficiency  has  been  materially 
increased. 

There  is  still  required  for  the  mounted  arms  more  independence. 
It  is  highly  improbable  that  an  emergency  would  require  two  com- 
panies of  artillerjr  or  cavalry  to  be  so  placed  as  to  be  under  the  im- 
mediate eye  and  control  of  the  battalion  commander  ;  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  in  camp  a  part  of  each  day  will  hereafter  be  devoted 
to  company  drill,  in  order  that  the  several  captains  may  have  an 
opportunity,  by  drilling  independently,  to  show  their  proficiency, 
and  to  give  the  men  confidence  in  their  officers.  Such  drills  may 
be  properly  held  under  the  general  supervision  of  battalion  com- 
manders, who  should  at  their  conclusion  point  out  and  correct  such 
errors  as  may  be  made.  These  drills  should  not  entirely  supersede 
the  daily  battalion  drills  at  which  the  major  can  secure  uniformity 
and  proficiency  in  their  commands,  as  was  so  excellently  demon- 
strated by  the  First  Battalion  of  Artillery  at  its  last  encampment. 
This  scheme  for  independent  company  drills  applies  solely  to  the 
mounted  branches  of  the  service,  which  have  no  opportunity  for 
mounted  drill  except  when  in  camp. 

The  disbanding  of  four  companies  of  infantry  on  account  of 
inefficienc}7  left  the  organizations  in  a  very  ragged  condition,  vann- 
ing from  one  to  nine  companies ;  to  overcome  this  disadvantage 
recourse  was  had  to  the  authority  granted  by  the  new  militia  law  to 
consolidate  the  infantry  force  into  six  regiments,  three  of  twelve 
companies  each  and  three  of  eight  companies  each.  By  thus  early 
effecting  this  change,  the  very  important  matter  of  adding  eleven 
men  to  each  company  has  been  made  practicable,  and  it  is  believed 
that  the  efficiency  and  moral  power  of  the  troops  will  be  greatly 
increased.  The  abolishment  of  four  headquarters,  staffs,  and 
armories,  and  saving  to  the  State  the  expenses  of  four  bands,  has 
also  been  accomplished  by  this  re-organization. 

With  all  the  great  and  marked  improvement  that  has  been  made 
since  1875,  the  militia  is  still  deficient  in  two  branches  of  dut}< :  — 

I.  Skirmish  drill,  which  can  rarely  be  taught  practically  except 
at  encampments,  where  it  is  hoped  that  it  may  hereafter  receive 
the  attention  it  deserves. 

II.  The  very  important  matter  of  rifle-practice.  In  this  we 
are  behind  some  other  States,  and  should  give  the  subject  early 
and  careful  consideration.  Instruction  in  this  branch  must  be 
commenced    in    the    armories ;  and  commanders  should  at   once 
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familiarize  themselves  with,  and  instruct  their  men  in,  the  posi- 
tion and  aiming  drill.  The  responsibility  for  the  neglect  of  this 
vital  matter  would  seem  to  rest  with  the  officers.     The  present  law 

grants  certain  indulgences  to  those  who  desire  to  use  the  Stale 
Camp  Ground  lor  practice,  but  tew  companies  have  thus  far  availed 
themselves  of  the  opportunity.  At  the  most  trifling  expense  of 
time  and  mone}'  the  preliminary  instruction  can  be  given  ;  and  it  is 
earnestly  to  be  hoped  that  no  time  will  be  lost,  but  that  officers 
will  exert  themselves,  and  see  to  it  that  Massachusetts  with  a  mili- 
tia excelling  in  so  many  respects  shall  no  longer  remain  behind 
some  other  States  in  this  most  important  branch  of  military 
education. 

During  the  three  3rears  since  this  department  was  separated 
from  that  of  the  Adjutant-General's,  the  force  has  been  reduced 
from  eightj'-seven  to  sixty  companies  of  infantry  ;  from  five  to 
three  companies  each  of  artillery  and  cavalry,  and  has  been  uni- 
formly armed  with  the  Springfield  breech-loader.  The  militia  is  now 
veiy  fairly  equipped  for  any  short  service ;  it  is,  however,  without 
blankets,  haversacks,  and  canteens,  and  still  suffers  from  the  ques- 
tionable taste  that  selected  the  many-buttoned,  gaudily-trimmed, 
tight-fitting  full-dress  uniform,  so  poorly  adapted  for  any  real  duty. 

Officers'  meetings  for  stud}'  and  discussion  of  military  duties 
have  been  established  ;  and  the  s}rstem  of  examination  of  all  officers 
for  original  commission  or  for  promotion  has  been  perfected,  both 
giving  excellent  results. 

From  a  force  considerably  disunited,  and  with  divided  interests, 
there  has  been  formed,  in  addition  to  the  corps  of  cadets,  six  regi- 
ments of  infantry,  two  battalions,  and  two  unattached  mounted 
companies,  arranged  into  two  brigades,  very  generally  harmonious, 
and,  so  far  as  can  be  seen  in  the  absence  of  any  recent  call  to 
service,  thoroughly  under  the  control  of  the  various  commanding 
officers.  The  force  is  in  excellent  condition,  read}r  and  willing  to 
properly  perform  any  duty  to  which  it  ma}'  be  summoned,  and  is 
entirety  worthy  of  the  confidence  and  support  of  the  people  of 
Massachusetts. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  take  pleasure  in  recording  my  sincere 
thanks  to  Col.  Edward  G.  Stevens,  and  Lieut. -Cols.  A.  Hun 
Berry  and  Frederick  Mason,  Assistant  Inspectors-General,  for  the 
cheerful  and  able  support  which  the}'  have  at  all  times  accorded 
to  me.

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SUPPLEMENTARY  REPORT  JUNE   INSPECTIONS,    1878. 

In  reports  of  inspections  hitherto  made,  circumstances  have  ren- 
dered it  necessary  that  companies  should  be  the  unit  spoken  of, 
while  regimental  or  battalion  organizations  appear  to  have  been 
ignored.  I  desire  to  speak  in  terms  of  high  commendation  of  the 
hearty  support  and  co-operation  of  the  several  regimental  and 
battalion  commanders,  and  their  untiring  zeal  in  the  work  of 
bringing  to  a  higher  standard  the  organizations  under  their  com- 
mand. 

The  general  results  of  the  inspections  made  in  June  will  show 
that  there  are  yet  some  details  of  forms  of  ceremony,  as  well  as 
of  tactics,  to  be  attended  to,  in  order  to  reach  the  desired  perfec- 
tion of  military  duty  ;  and  below,  in  the  brief  mention  of  the 
regiments  and  battalions  at  those  inspections,  will  be  found  some 
of  the  omissions  that  require  the  attention  of  those  most  nearly 
concerned. 

The  First  Battalion  of  Infantry  review  was  generally  good  ;  but 
was  marred  by  improper  salute  to  commanding  officer,  and  by  im- 
proper wheels  b}r  the  companies.  Inspection  and  battalion  drill 
were  generally  good  ;  and  the  commanding  officer  deserves  credit 
for  the  improvement  made  in  drill,  and  in  other  ways,  by  this 
organization. 

The  Second  Battalion  of  Infant^  review  was  fair,  being  marred 
by  the  omission  of  the  ruffle  by  the  field-music,  at  the  salute  to  the 
reviewing  officer,  and  by  its  marching  at  the  head  of  the  column 
throughout  the  passage  in  review  ;  also  b}7  the  loss  of  distance  by 
the  companies.  The  inspection  was  fair.  The  battalion  drill  was 
poor,  either  from  the  negligence  of  company  commanders  in  the 
movements  or  from  a  misunderstanding  of  orders.  The  com- 
mander of  the  battalion  deserves  credit  for  the  good  results  ob- 
tained since  1876  ;  but  he  labors  under  the  disadvantage  of  having 
his  command  widely  scattered,  and  few  opportunities  for  battalion 
drill.  There  was  an  apparent  lack  of  study  of  battalion  move- 
ments by  the  captains.  The  company  drills  were  somewhat  better 
than  the  battalion  drill. 

The  Third  Battalion  of  Infantr}7  review  was  fair ;  there  was 
some  loss  of  distance  by  companies,  and  a  neglect  by  officers  to 
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give  proper  salutes.  The  inspection  was  good.  The  battalion 
drill  was  fair.  The  companies  are  scattered,  and  it  is  difficult  for 
them  to  get  together  for  drill.  The  major  commanding  deserves 
credit  for  the  success  attained  under  the  circumstances. 

The  Fourth  Battalion  of  Infantry  review  was  fair.  The  colors 
neglected  to  salute  before  and  after  the  review,  and  there  was  a 
general  slowness  in  saluting  and  in  making  alignments.  The 
inspection  generally  was  good.  The  battalion  drill  was  greatly 
marred  by  the  inversion  of  fours  and  companies,  which  inversion 
remained  in  some  instances  until  after  the  muster  for  pa}'.  The 
commander  deserves  credit  for  the  great  harmony  and  unity  exist- 
ing in  his  command. 

The  Fifth  Regiment  of  Infantry  review  was  marred  by  the  loss 
of  distance  by  companies,  and  by  slow  alignments.  The  inspec- 
tion generally  was  good.  Battalion  drill  was  fair.  Opportunities 
for  drill  are  few,  as  the  companies  are  scattered.  The  colonel 
deserves  credit  for  the  good  condition  of  his  regiment. 

The  Sixth  Regiment  of  Infantry  review  generally  was  good. 
The  field-music  omitted  the  ruffle  in  the  salute  at  the  close  of  the 
review.  The  inspection  and  battalion  drill  generally  were  fair : 
companies  are  scattered,  and  the  opportunities  for  drill  are  few. 
The  commanding  officer  deserves  credit  for  the  general  good  con- 
dition of  his  command. 

The  Seventh  Battalion  of  Infantry  was  disbanded  by  the  loss  of 
one  company,  which  failed  to  pass  inspection. 

The  Eighth  Regiment  of  Infantry  review  was  well  performed, 
and  salutes  were  well  rendered.  The  inspection,  while  generally 
good,  would  have  been  improved  if  the  captains  had  been  more 
familar  with  the  form  of  the  ceremony.  The  battalion  drill  was 
very  good,  but  marred  by  the  ignorance  of  the  captain  of  Com- 
pany A.  This  regiment  is  also  scattered,  and  opportunities  for 
battalion  drill  are  few ;  yet,  under  all  the  circumstances,  the 
colonel  commanding  deserves  great  credit  for  the  good  results 
obtained. 

The  Ninth  Battalion  of  Infantry  review  showed  some  trifling 
mistakes,  which  were  rectified  at  once.  The  inspection  was  fair  ; 
some  unsteadiness  was  observed  during  the  ceremony,  much  of 
which  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  excessive  heat  of  the  da}'. 
The  battalion  drill  was  very  good  indeed,  and  the  commanding 
officer  deserves  great  credit  for  the  instruction  which  his  command 
has  received  at  his  hands. 

The  Tenth  Regiment  of  Infantry  review  was  faulty  in  improper 
salute  to  the  lieutenant-colonel  commanding,  by  the  colors  drop- 
ping when  the  regiment  was  turned  over  by  the  adjutant,  and  by  the 
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omission  of  the  ruffle  to  the  reviewing  officer  ;  also,  by  the  attempt 
of  the  leading  compare  to  follow  the  band  as  it  wheeled  out  of 
column  after  passing  the  reviewing  officer.  The  inspection  and 
battalion  drill  were  fair ;  and  the  lieutenant-colonel  commanding 
deserves  credit  for  the  degree  of  success  attained  under  the  diffi- 
culties of  his  position  as  commander,  without  the  authority  of 
the  colonel's  commission. 

The  First  Battalion  of  Artillery  was  inspected  by  batteries. 

The  First  Battalion  of  Cavalry  review,  both  in  formation  and  in 
passage,  was  very  good,  and  the  inspection  and  battalion  drill  were 
well  executed.

General,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  report  briefly  the  business  of 
my  department  for  the  3-ear  ending  Dec.  31,  1878. 

By  Special  Order  No.  13,  A.  G.  O.  1878,  the  court-martial  of 
Capt.  Edward  W.  Murplry,  Company  G,  Ninth  Battalion,  was 
ordered.  It  was  reported  to  the  Judge-Advocate-General,  that 
this  officer  was  confined  in  the  House  of  Correction  for  Suffolk 
Count}',  whereupon  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  was  issued,  returnable 
before  the  Judge-Advocate-General  sitting  as  the  court-martial  of 
the  militia.  This  was  served  upon  the  keeper  of  the  House  of 
Correction ;  and  Murplry  was  duly  brought  before  the  court- 
martial,  and  after  trial  was  sentenced  to  be  dismissed  from  the 
service.  The  full  record  in  this  case  is  on  file  at  the  Adjutant- 
General's  office.

Sir,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  statement  of  the 
general  transactions  of  this  department,  for  the  year  ending  Dec. 

1,  1878. 

Additional  duties  were  imposed  upon  me  b}'  the  passage  of  Sect. 

2,  Chap.  282,  Acts  and  Resolves  of  the  General  Court,  approved 
May  17,  1878,  viz.  :  — 

"  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Surgeon-General  of  the  Commonwealth, 
to  inquire  as  to  the  number  of  indigent  soldiers  and  sailors  now  receiving 
public  aid  throughout  the  Commonwealth,  and  include  in  his  next  annual 
report  such  facts  as  he  may  gather  in  regard  to  the  condition  and  neces- 
sities of  such  persons." 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  above,  complete  returns  have  been 
received  from  all  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 
an  abstract  of  the  same  is  herewith  respectfully  submitted. 

In  canying  out  the  provisions  of  Sect.  2,  Chap.  282,  Acts  and 
Resolves  of  1878,  in  the  month  of  July  last,  I  sent  to  the  author- 
ities of  every  city  and  town  in  the  Commonwealth  a  circular  and 
proper  blank  for  returns  of  information  required  by  said  act,  of 
which  the  following  are  copies.

282,  of  Acts  of 
1878,  Massachusetts  Legislature,  as  follows  :  "It  shall  be  the  duty  of

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Recapitulation  by  Counties. 
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In  one  hundred  and  eighty-two  towns,  including  the  whole  of 
Dukes  County,  none  were  aided  during  the  year  ending  May 
31,  1878.  One  hundred  and  sixty-two  cities  and  towns  aided 
twelve  hundred  and  twenty-four  to  the  estimated  amount  of  about 
fifty  thousand  dollars.  Under  "  able  to  perform  labor,"  many  of 
the  returns  read  u  some,"  "very  little,"  "light,"  &c,  all  of 
which  were  taken  account  of  in  the  foregoing  tables  in  the  affirma- 
tive* In  many  of  the  returns,  the  column  "where  aided"  was 
left  blank  ;  in  making  this  report  it  was  assumed  such  cases  were 
aided  at  home.  A  few  names  were  reported  as  having  received 
aid,  who  did  not  serve  to  the  credit  of  the  quota  of  Massachusetts  ; 
such  were  not  taken  account  of. 

The  towns  of  Plymouth,  Rovalston,  and  Stoughton,  did  not 
report  the  amount  of  aid  rendered.  Lowell  also  left  about  half 
the  cases  blank  as  far  as  amount  of  aid  was  concerned  ;  conse- 
quently the  total  amount  is  incomplete  to  this  extent. 

The  return  from  Boston  contains  thirty-nine  names  of  those 
aided  in  almshouse,  but  to  what  amount  is  not  stated  ;  the  omis- 
sion of  which  must  necessarily  make  quite  a  difference  in  the  cor- 
rect sum  total  of  aid  rendered  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

The  blank  sent  to  city  and  town  authorities,  as  will  be  seen  by 
referring  to  a  copy  of  same,  did  not  contain  a  request  for  a  special 
return  of  the  intemperate ;  consequently  those  so  reported  are 
taken  from  voluntary  information. 

It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  of  the  Commonwealth  in  his 
report  to  otfer  such  views  and  recommendations  as  may  be  sug- 
gested to  him  from  his  knowledge  of  the  practical  working  of  Sect. 
1,  of  the  above  law.  I  ma)*  be  allowed,  however,  to  remark,  as 
the  result  of  my  own  observations  and  experience,  that  man)-  have 
taken  advantage  of  the  act  whose  claims  for  consideration,  from 
their  record  in  the  service  and  since,  entitles  them  to  scant  recog- 
nition ;  whilst  others,  notwithstanding  their  honorable  record  as 
soldiers  and  citizens,  have  been  unwilling  to  apply  for  aid  under 
the  provisions  of  the  law,  or,  if  making  application,  have  not 
renewed  it,  owing  to  the  manner  in  which  their  claims  have  been 
considered.  All  aid  of  an  eleemosynary  character  is  distasteful  to 
the  soldier  :  he  only  asks  from  the  general  or  state  government 
such  recognition  as  the  character  of  his  disabilities  incurred  in  the 
line  of  duty  entitles  him  to.  To  take  any  other  view  is  to  insult 
the  intelligence  and  patriotism  of  the  great  body  of  our  soldiers 
who  enlisted  with  a  full  knowledge  of  the  perils  incident  to  the 
service.  The  modest)'  which  accompanies  true  heroism  does  not 
permit  the  veteran  to  clamor  for  consideration  ;  and  he  scorns  the 
means  used  by  others  more  fortunate  in  the  struggle  of  life,  whose 
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claims,  so  far  as  length  of  service  or  danger  incurred,  will  hardly 
compare  with  his.  I  refer  to  this  matter  because,  so  far  as  my 
observation  goes,  our  soldiers,  apart  from  the  class  well  known  to 
state,  cit}',  and  town  authorities,  have  borne  the  privations  conse- 
quent upon  hard  times  as  cheerfulty  as  smy  other  class  of  citizens, 
and,  I  am  certain,  are  as  little  affected  b}T  false  sentimentality  now 
as  they  were  when  undergoing  the  hardships  and  sufferings  of  war. 
In  my  judgment,  if  an  amount  far  less  than  that  now  expended 
under  the  provisions  of  Sect.  1,  Chap.  282,  Laws  of  1878,  was 
disbursed  by  a  careful  board,  who,  uninfluenced  b}'  political  consid- 
erations, would  discharge  their  duties  with  firmness,  kindness,  and 
discrimination,  juster  and  more  satisfactory  results  would  follow.

I  have  }ret  to  meet  the  person  who,  alive  to  the  recollections  of 
the  pledged  faith  of  Massachusetts  to  her  soldiers  and  sailors 
enlisted  for  the  war,  with  the  solemn  promises  held  out  to  their 
dependents  and  the  families  of  the  slain,  with  an  intelligent  under- 
standing of  what  the  Commonwealth  has  done  in  the  past  through 
this  department,  who  questions  the  propriety  of  a  moderate  appro- 
priation necessary  in  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  office, 
or  who  has  doubted  that  in  the  end  the  expenditure  of  the  same 
has  been  in  the  interest  of  a  true  and  wise  economy. 

Disabled  Soldiers,  Sailors,  and  Their  Dependents. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Chap.  197,  Laws  of  1866,  nine  hundred 
and  twent}r  "  disabled  soldiers'  special  state  licenses  "  have  been 
issued  by  the  Secretary  of  State  from  Dec.  1,  1877,  to  Dec.  1, 
1878  ;  of  this  number  six  hundred  and  nine  received  their  certifi- 
cates *)f  disabilit}T  from  the  Surgeon-General. 

Inasmuch  as  all  disabled  soldiers  not  pensioned  are  required  to 
furnish  annual  certificates  of  disabilit}7"  on  which  to  ground  their 
application  for  a  remission  of  the  license-fee,  the  saving  of  time 
and  money  to  the  applicants  is  a  matter  of  interest  to  them,  as  in 
most  cases  they  are  unable  to  pay  the  fee  required  by  civil  physi- 
cians for  furnishing  the  same.  A  much  larger  number  of  applicants 
for  admission  to  the  several  National  Homes  for  disabled  volunteer 
soldiers  have  been  examined  and  assisted  in  this  office,  in  the  prep- 
aration of  papers  necessary  in  their  application,  than  for  several 
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previous  years  ;  quite  a  number  of  these  were  inmates  of  charitable 
institutions  in  the  city  of  Boston,  and,  furnishing  the  record  of  a 
full  and  honorable  service,  have  been  assisted  to  their  several  desti- 
nations. In  the  medical  examination  of  such  soldiers  the  benefit 
of  a  doubt  has  been  given  them,  and  in  no  case  have  the  applica- 
tions been  refused.  I  see  no  reason  to  change  the  expression  of 
an  opinion  in  my  annual  report  of  1877,  to  the  effect  that  with  rare 
exceptions  the  soldier  prefers  his  own  home,  even  with  the  priva- 
tions of  honest  poverty,  to  a  support  in  institutions,  where  from 
the  large  number  congregated,  and  possessing  such  habits  and  dis- 
positions, which  time  does  not  overcome,  as  necessitates  a  dis- 
cipline which  would  be  maintained  with  great  difficulty  in  civil 
institutions. 

So  far  as  my  observation  goes,  several  National  Military  Homes, 
maintained  and  conducted  under  the  authority  of  the  general  gov- 
ernment under  whose  flag  the  soldier  fought,  seem  adequate  for  all 
desiring  care  and  support  in  them.  The  provisions  of  the  act  of 
1877,  Chap.  192,  —  an  act  in  relation  to  the  pa3Tment  of  state  aid 
on  account  of  services  in  the  army  and  navy,  —  expires  by  limi- 
tation, Jan.  1,  1880.  During  the  year  ending  Dec.  1,  1878,  no 
case  of  appeal  has  been  presented  to  the  commissioners  under  the 
provisions  of  Sect.  7. 

The  calls  for  information  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
those  under  Chap.  282,  Laws  of  the  General  Court  of  1878,  have 
been  numerous,  and  many  communications  have  been  received  and 
replied  to. 

Medical  Department,  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia. 

I  respectfully  inform  your  Excellency  that  the  law  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  Massachusetts  Militia,  Chap.  265,  Sect.  15,  Acts 
of  1878,  prescribes  as  follows  the  duties  of  Surgeon- General : 
Sect.  15  :  "  The  Surgeon-General,  subject  to  the  orders  of  the 
Commander-in-Chief,  shall  have  general  supervision  and  control  of 
all  matters  pertaining  to  the  medical  department  of  the  militia, 
and  shall  prescribe  the  plrysical  and  mental  disabilities  exempting 
from  military  dut}T ;  he  shall  purchase  and  issue  all  medical  and 
hospital  supplies,  and  perform  such  other  duties  appertaining  to  his 
office  as  the  Commander-in-Chief  shall  from  time  to  time  direct." 

Under  the  direction  of  your  Excellenc}- ,  I  had  the  honor  of  mak- 
ing the  following  sanitary  inspections  of  the  several  organizations 
of  the  volunteer  force  of  the  State:  July  12,  First  Corps  Cadets, 
M.V.M.,  camp  at  Nahant,  W.  L.  Richardson,  M.D.,  surgeon  and 
major.  Accompanying  your  Excellency  to  the  review  of  the  above 
command,  I  was  gratified  to  observe  that  the  same  order,  system, 
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and  soldierly  arrangement,  characteristic  of  the  medical  department 
of  this  command,  was  apparent  at  the  inspection  on  the  above  date  ; 
surgical  instruments,  medical  supplies,  hospital  department,  and 
books  and  papers  were  in  complete  order.  The  meteorological 
observations  were  as  full  and  exact  as  circumstances  would  allow  ; 
and  due  mention  of  obligation  to  Sergeant  Orin  Parker,  United- 
States  Signal  Service,  is  made  in  the  surgeon's  report. 

The  health  of  this  command  was  excellent  through  the  whole 
term  of  dut}',  only  two  (enlisted  men)  being  entered  upon  the  sick- 
list.  Surgeon  Richardson  courteously  mentions  the  efficient  ser- 
vice rendered  him  by  hospital  steward  Green,  M.D. 

Second  Corps  Cadets,  M.V.M.,  in  camp  at  Magnolia.     George  S. 
Osborne,  M.D.,  Surgeon  and  Major,  Aug.  9. 

Accompanying  his  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor  and  the 
staff  of  your  Excellency  to  Gloucester,  I  regretted  that  the  mem- 
orable storm  of  rain  on  the  above  date  prevented  m}r  making  a 
sanitary  inspection  of  this  command,  as,  from  circumstances  beyond 
my  control,  none  was  made  the  previous  year.  I  have  the  pleasure, 
however,  to  forward  to  your  Excellency  the  reports  of  the  accom- 
plished medical  staff  attached  to  both  of  the  above  commands. 
The  meteorological  observations  made  by  Assistant-Surgeon  Cog- 
gin  to  the  senior  medical  officer  of  his  command  are  of  such  inter- 
est and  value  from  the  great  and  unusual  fall  of  rain  during  the 
encampment  with  other  atmospheric  phenomena,  which  he  has  ren- 
dered with  commendable  accuracy,  that  under  the  direction  of  your 
Excellency  I  have  placed  in  appendix  the  report  of  the  assistant 
surgeon  of  the  above  command. 

Second  Brigade,  M.  V.M.,  camp  at  South  Framingham.     Lieut. -Col.  Robert 
Amory,  M.D.,  Medical  Director. 

Accompanied  by  Surgeon  Richardson,  First  Corps  of  Cadets, 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  above  command  was  inspected, 
Sept.  11.  The  general  hospital  was  located  on  the  left  of  brigade 
headquarters,  in  near  proximity  to  the  quarters  of  the  medical 
director.  On  the  occasion  of  m}T  inspection  it  was  unoccupied, 
but  ample  provision  being  made  for  the  sick.  I  was  gratified  to 
observe  an  absence  of  every  thing  superfluous  in  its  management. 
Method  and  order  characterized  the  arrangement  of  surgical 
instruments,  medical  supplies,  and  other  appliances  for  the  sick. 
Personal  and  continuous  attention  was  given  to  every  detail  of 
the  medical  department  by  the  medical  director,  and  every  pre- 
caution for  the  health  of  the  command  was  taken.  The  policing 
of  the  camp-ground,  the  appearance  of  the  quarters  of  both  officers 
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and  men,  and  of  the  stables  attached  to  the  cavalr}T  and  artillery, 
in  cleanliness  and  neatness  was  most  commendable.  Whilst  there 
was  little  to  criticise,  so  far  as  the  sanitary  condition  of  this  com- 
mand was  concerned,  apart  from  brigade  headquarters,  as  a  whole, 
the  quarters  of  the  Fifth  Infantry  exceeded  all  others  in  attention 
to  every  detail ;  those  of  the  Eighth  Infantry,  excellent  in  every 
other  respect,  being  marred  by  an  open  trench  in  the  rear  of  the 
cook-house,  dug  by  the  caterer,  the  use  of  which  was  forbidden  by 
the  colonel  commanding,  and  this  violation  of  sanitary  principles 
remedied  so  far  as  circumstances  would  allow. 

First  Brigade,  M.  V.M.,  camp  at  South  Framingham.  Major  David  Dana, 
M.D.,  Surgeon  First  Battalion  Light  Artillery,  Acting  Medical  Director, 
relieved  by  Lieut.-CoL  J.  L.  Hildreth,  M.D.,  Medical  Director. 

The  inspection  of  this  command  was  made  Sept.  27  ;  and  in 
this  satisfactory  and  agreeable  duty  I  was  assisted  by  Lieut. -Col. 
Amory,  M.D.,  Medical  Director  of  Second  Brigade,  M.V.M. 

The  sanitary,  condition  of  the  grounds,  policing  of  quarters, 
stables  of  cavalry  and  artillery,  was  efficient  and  thorough  ;  and 
I  was  favorably  impressed  with  the  disposition  shown  by  the 
medical  officers  of  both  brigades  to  sustain  the  medical  directors  in 
efforts  to  maintain  the  health  of  the  troops.  No  serious  casual- 
ties occurred  at  the  muster  of  the  several  commands  ;  and  all  the 
medical  officers  unite  in  the  opinion  that  the  change  of  time  to 
a  later  period  in  the  season  for  the  encampments  was  productive 
of  beneficial  results,  as  in  disciplining  the  troops  there  was  entire 
immunity  from  sunstroke  and  other  maladies  incident  to  the  great 
heat  attendant  on  the  encampments  of  previous  years.  At  the 
request  of  the  medical  directors  of  the  brigades  I  caused  a  careful 
analysis  to  be  made  of  the  water  used  on  the  State  militia  grounds, 
for  drinking  and  cooking  purposes  ;  and  the  results  of  the  chemical 
examination  made  by  Professor  E.  S.  Wood,  Harvard  University, 
show  that  it  is  free  from  all  impurities,  and  fit  for  the  purposes 
intended.  I  think,  if  any  sickness  was  occasioned  by  the  use  of 
the  water  early  in  the  encampments  of  this  year,  it  was  owing  to  im- 
purity from  its  stagnant  condition  ;  and  the  necessity  for  thorough 
pumping,  before  the  men  are  allowed  its  use,  is  apparent.  I  am 
still  of  the  opinion,  in  which  I  am  sustained  by  the  whole  medical 
staff,  that  the  only  effectual  remedy  against  fouling  the  water  is  in 
placing  concrete  around  the  wells  to  a  proper  distance  from  the 
source  of  supply.  As  the  grounds  are  to  be  used  for  the  future 
muster  of  the  troops,  as  a  sanitary  precaution,  the  greatest  care 
should  be  used  in  the  disposal  of  the  offal  constantly  accumulating  ; 
and  the  suggestion   made  by  Medical  Director  Amory,  that  the 
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quartermaster-general's  department  be  authorized  to  build  water- 
tight ofl'al-wagons  for  the  removal  of  the  refuse  of  the  camp- 
grounds, is  worthy  of  consideration.  This  offal  has  a  commercial 
value,  and  the  sale  of  it  might,  in  the  end,  earn  the  cost  incurred 
in  the  original  outlay.  I  cannot  too  strongly  urge  the  importance 
of  vigilant  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  wells,  and  the  impera- 
tive necessity  for  keeping  the  grounds,  which  are  to  be  the  quarters 
of  the  troops  from  year  to  year,  in  such  a  condition  as  to  cause  an 
entire  immunity  from  all  malarious  influences,  and  effectually  cut 
off  the  sources  of  filth-disease.  Alive  to  the  requirements  of  duty, 
as  were  the  medical  officers  attached  to  the  several  commands,  I 
commend  to  your  Excellency's  attention  the  able  and  thorough 
manner  in  which  all  the  surgeons  vied  with  each  other  in  dischar- 
ging, with  fidelity  and  intelligence,  their  important  duties.  It 
should  be  the  duty  of  the  medical  department,  in  times  of  peace, 
so  to  direct  their  purposes  and  aims  as  to  bring  about  a  condition 
of  the  highest  physical  efficiency  in  the  militia,  and  so  to  influence 
both  officers  and  men  in  the  matter  of  hygiene,  that,  in  times  of 
public  peril,  the  transition  from  pursuits  of  the  civilian  to  that  of 
the  soldier  should  be  eas}'  and  natural.  To  accustom  the  soldier 
to  superfluous  comforts,  either  in  quarters,  rations,  or  in  any  other 
matters,  which,  in  a  time  of  war,  they  would  be  compelled  to  forego, 
is  a  poor  education  for  the  sterner  duties  which  they  may  be  called 
upon  to  undergo  at  any  time.  I  was  therefore  gratified  on  my 
several  inspections,  under  the  orders  of  your  Excellency,  to  notice 
the  simplicit}'  and  quiet  neatness  at  the  headquarters  of  most  of 
the  commands,  and  in  the  matter  of  camp  equipage,  with  few 
exceptions,  at  the  quarters  of  officers  and  men  generally. 

I  might  add  the  expression  of  an  opinion,  if  not  going  beyond 
the  proper  sphere  of  my  own  duties,  that  our  troops,  in  their 
general  conditions,  have  made  rapid  strides  in  discipline  and 
soldierly  bearing  during  the  past  }Tear  ;  and  your  Excellency  is  to 
be  congratulated,  at  the  close  of  your  official  relations  as  com- 
mander-in-chief of  the  militia,  that  the  Commonwealth,  having 
now  a  force  which  has  greatly  improved  in  its  morale  and  physique, 
needs  only  time  to  make  it  one  of  great  efficiency,  and  worthy  of 
further  support  and  consideration. 

Herewith  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  the  reports  of  the  medical 
directors,  First  and  Second  Brigades,  and  respectfully  call  the 
attention  of  your  Excellency  to  the  accompanj'i  ng  papers  and 
correspondence  in  the  case  of  a  non-commissioned  officer  of  Com- 
pany A,  First  Battalion  Cavalry,  Second  Brigade,  who,  being  taken 
sick  in  camp,  died  at  his  home,  on  sick-leave,  during  the  tour  of 
duty  of  his  command. 
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I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Examining  Surgeons, 
M.V.M.,  hereafter  consist  of  three  members,  instead  of  five,  sub- 
ject to  the  orders  of  the  Commander-in-Chief,  through  the  depart- 
ment responsible  for  its  prompt  and  economical  discharge  of  duty. 
I  fully  indorse  the  suggestions  made  by  the  Inspector-General,  in 
his  annual  report,  in  regard  to  a  proper  equipment  of  the  hospital 
department  of  the  militia,  and  the  importance  of  having  the  same 
exclusively  in  the  care  and  keeping  of  the  surgeons  in  charge, 
under  the  order  of  the  Commander-in-Chief.  I  respectfully  call 
the  attention  of  your  Excellency  to  the  consolidated  report,  in 
appendix,  of  the  medical  and  hospital  property,  for  which  the 
Surgeon-General  is  accountable,  and  to  the  manner  of  expenditure 
of  appropriations :  —

In  conclusion,  I  have  the  honor  to  remark,  that,  on  the  six- 
teenth day  of  April,  1861, 1  was  called  away  from  my  professional 
duties  to  assist  the  State  authorities  in  furnishing  surgical  and 
medical  supplies  to  the  troops  on  their  march  to  Washington, 
for  its  defence.  Since  then  the  duties  discharged  by  the  head 
of  this  department  have  been  imposed  upon  him,  not  by  his  sug- 
gestion, but  under  the  order  and  direction  of  those  by  whom  he 
was  appointed,  or  by  the  action  of  the  legislature,  and  all  under 
the  sanction  of  law.  If,  however,  in  the  desire  to  place  the 
military  departments  upon  a  peace  basis,  or  in  the  interests  of 
economy,  and  upon  the  question  of  further  usefulness,  a  limit  to 
the  various  duties  performed  by  me  becomes  necessary,  no  better 
time  for  the  consideration  of  these  questions  can  present  itself 
than  the  present.  If  the  duties  growing  out  of  the  .  facilities 
furnished  disabled  soldiers  and  sailors,  their  dependents,  and  the 
families  of  the  slain,  can  be  performed  by  other  departments,  with 
the  view  to  more  efficiency  and  economy,  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the 
incoming  General  Court  to  pass  upon  such  questions.

Sir,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
late  encampment  of  the  Second  Corps  of  Cadets,  M.V.M.,  at  Mag- 
nolia, from  the  sixth  to  the  tenth  days  of  August,  1878. 

The  battalion  left  Salem  at  about  ten  o'clock  on  the  morning 
of  the  6th,  on  the  steamer  "  Naumkeag,"  in  a  fog  so  dense  that  no 
land  could  be  seen  from  the*  time  of  leaving  the  wharf  till  the 
steamer  brought  up  off  Kittle  Island,  Magnolia,  at  11.30.  On 
landing,  the  command  marched  (to  the  inspiriting  music  of  the 
new  Salem  Cadet  band)  up  the  hill  to  the  camp.  Rain,  accom- 
panied by  a  glow  discharge  of  lightning,  began  to  fall  in  the  after- 
noon, and  continued  into  the  night,  amounting  to  .9  of  an  inch. 
At  noon  on  the  7th,  .05  of  an  inch  fell,  and  between  three  and 
five  p.m.,  1.15  inch  with  the  wind  blowing  a  gale;  in  it  the  flag 
and  staff  went  down. 

The  8th  was  a  fair  day,  though  the  temperature  at  four  was 
above  80°  F.  in  the  shade  ;  and  at  my  suggestion  the  battalion  was 
ordered  in  from  drill,  to  the  evident  relief  of  officers  and  men. 
In  the  midst  of  a  band-concert  in  the  evening,  which  had  attracted 
a  very  considerable  number  of  persons,  some  of  them  from  a  dis- 
tance of  several  miles,  a  severe  rain  set  in,  with  glow-lightning ; 
and  between  8.50,  and  two  a.m.,  the  fall  amounted  to  3.4  inches. 

About  forty  persons,  among  them  many  women  and  children, 
from  Gloucester,  Salem,  and  other  towns,  were  obliged  to  spend 
the  night  in  the  camp  because  of  the  storm.  Col.  Dalton  did  not 
go  to  bed,  but  patrolled  the  company-streets  all  of  the  night,  look- 
ing after  the  comfort  of  his  unexpected  guests,  and  seeing  that 
strict  discipline  was  enforced. 

The  9th  opened  cloudy ;  and  hardly  had  the  lieutenant-gov- 
ernor and  the  governor's  staff  seated  themselves  at  12.40  in  the 
new  mess-tent  to  dine,  when  a  most  violent  thunder-storm  burst 
upon  the  camp  ;  hail  fell  for  five  minutes  ;  the  wind  blew  with  such 
force  as  again  to  lay  low  the  flagstaff,  together  with  the  officers' 
marquee ;  the  wind  shifted  from  one  quarter  to  another,  as  heavy 
electrical  clouds  rolled  over  the  camp,  and  discharged  themselves 
with  sharp  and  deafening  reports  in  rapid  succession.  This  con- 
tinued till  after  four  p.m.,  when  the  brunt  of  the  storm  passed  to  the 
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north-east ;  and  on  the  water  the  lightning  was  vivid  and  incessant 
till  nearly  dark.  Between  12.40  and  two  p.m.,  3«.2  inches  of  rain 
fell ;  and  between  two,  and  the  evening  observation  at  nine  (when 
the  sky  was  clear,  with  the  wind  from  the  north-west),  4,2  inches. 
These  measurements  were  carefully  made ;  and,  if  any  thing,  the 
total  amount  of  rain  that  fell  while  we  were  in  camp  (12.9  inches) 
is  an  under-estimate. 

The  10th  was  a  clear  day,  save  that  the  boat,  when  carrying  the 
corps  home  to  Salem,  passed  through  a  shower.  It  appears  from 
the  preceding,  that  the  rainfall  at  Magnolia  during  the  four  daj7s 
mentioned  was  nearly  one-fourth  the  total  average  annual  fall  in 
this  State. 

Despite  the  porous,  gravelly  soil  on  which  the  camp  was  situ- 
ated, and  its  sloping  contour,  the  water  stood  on  the  surface  during 
the  height  of  the  storm  of  Friday.  The  officers'  sink  was  then 
nearly  filled  with  water  for  some  hours. 

It  is  superfluous,  perhaps,  to  refer  to  the  quality,  quantity,  and 
variety  of  the  rations  provided  by  our  veteran  quartermaster,  as 
the  most  captious  person  could  not  have  complained  ;  for  beverage, 
there  was  an  abundance  of  excellent  coffee,  tea,  cocoa,  and  milk. 
The  drinking-water  was  carted  to  the  camp,  and  it  was  fairly  good. 
I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  affirm,  as  I  did  last  year,  that  in  the  late 
encampment  I  did  not  see  a  single  enlisted  man  in  the  least  degree 
inebriated.  I  learned  on  inquiry,  that  lager-beer  was  almost 
exclusively  the  form  of  drink  consumed. 

The  officers'  and  men's  sinks  were  kept  free  from  odors;  and 
this  year  the  kitchen-refuse  was  very  properly  deposited  in  casks, 
and  removed  from  the  camp  every  day.  The  walls  of  the  tents 
were  looped  up  daily,  and  the  mattresses  carried  to  tents  devoted 
to  their  use,  where  they  remained  till  night.  These  tents  had  no 
board  floors,  so  some  of  the  mattresses  became  somewhat  damp 
during  the  prodigious  rainfall,  but  with  no  unfavorable  results  so 
far  as  I  heard.  Considering  the  weather,  the  health  of  the  men 
was  rather  remarkable  ;  there  were  a  few  cases  of  diarrhoea,  indi- 
gestion, and  constipation,  and  one  of  migraine.  During  the  time 
of  the  encampment  I  prescribed  as  follows  :  —

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REPORTS  OF  COMMANDING  OFFICERS  OF  ENCAMPMENTS. 


Headquarters  First  Corps  Cadets,  M.V.M., 
Boston,  July  19,  1878. 

Major-Gen.  James  A.  Cunningham, 

A  djutant-  General  of  Massachusetts. 

General, — I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  my  command,  in 
obedience  to  Special  Orders  No.  62,  dated  "  State  Headquarters, 
June  4,"  went  into  camp  at  Nahant,  Mass.,  for  five  days,  according 
to  law,  on  Monday  morning,  the  8th  inst.,  leaving  Boston  by  the 
9.45  boat,  and  arriving  on  the  camp-ground  at  eleven  o'clock.  By 
my  order,  following  the  precedent  of  the  last  two  3'ears,  the  corps 
remained  in  camp  until  the  morning  of  the  sixth  da}r,  Saturday, 
the  13th  inst.,  thus  making  a  continuous  tour  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty  hours.  By  this  arrangement  the  corps  obtained  the  benefit 
of  a  full  day's  instruction  on  the  fifth  da}T,  and  an  additional  night 
for  instruction  in  guard-duty,  the  breaking  of  camp  occurring  on 
the  sixth  day  at  the  usual  hour  for  morning-drill. 

The  ground  we  occupied  was  furnished  by  the  kindness  of  Bar- 
thold  Schlesinger,  Esq. 

The  camp  was  settled  and  put  in  order  this  year  in  a  shorter 
time  than  ever  before  in  my  experience.  B}*  one  o'clock  the  tents 
had  all  been  property  arranged  in  uniform  manner  with  the  assist- 
ance of  lumber  furnished  by  the  quartermaster,  the  noise  of  ham- 
mering had  ceased,  and  the  ground  had  been  policed.  I  attribute 
this  promptness  to  the  result  of  experience,  and  to  the  fact  that 
the  men  have  learned  that  the  simple  arrangement  prescribed  in 
Regulations  not  only  adds  greatly  to  the  militar}-  appearance  of  the 
camp,  but  saves  much  trouble  to  the  individual  in  the  end.  So 
well  were  the  instructions  of  the  officers  obeyed  in  this  particular, 
that  no  tent  in  camp  needed  material  change.  Superfluities  were 
discarded  ;  no  attempt  at  display  was  permitted  ;  and  the  appear- 
ance of  the  tents,  though  comfortable,  was  simple  and  orderly. 

The  tents  of  each  compan}-  were  pitched  in  single  rows  of  eight 
tents  each,  the  openings  facing  the  centre  of  the  camp,  the  centre 
street  used  by  two  companies  being  of  double  width.     Greater 
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space  than  heretofore  was  given  between  the  company  quarters 
and  the  line-officers'  tents,  a  great  improvement  over  last  year's 
plan. 

The  weather  was  not  such  as  to  permit  an  uninterrupted  per- 
formance of  the  entire  tour  of  duty  as  prescribed  ;  and  this  fact 
has  perhaps  given  ground  for  consideration  whether  the  month  of 
July  —  the  month  selected  for  the  past  few  years  for  the  encamp- 
ment of  the  corps  —  is  the  best  time.  There  are  undoubtedly 
objections  to  this  month  on  account  of  its  probable  heat  and  moist- 
ure ;  but  as  I  conceive  the  annual  encampments  should  be  ordered 
when  the  greatest  amount  of  instruction  and  experience  can  be 
given,  in  the  end,  to  the  greatest  number,  and  as  we  have  found 
that  a  larger  number  of  the  corps,  by  reason  of  their  business 
engagements  at  other  times,  can  attend  in  this  month  than  in  the 
next  three,  I  believe  that  the  consequent  increase  in  the  number 
present  more  than  counterbalances  the  interruptions  or  inconven- 
ience resulting  from  unfavorable  weather. 

The  hours  for  service  and  roll-calls  were  substantially  the  same 
as  in  the  two  previous  years. 

Special  attention  was  paid  to  the  performance  of  guard-duty. 
The  daily  police-guard  consisted  of  one  lieutenant,  one  sergeant, 
three  corporals,  nine  privates,  one  musician,  and  four  supernumer- 
aries (privates).  Three  regular  posts  were  maintained  day  and 
night,  —  one  at  the  guard-tents,  one  at  the  headquarters,  and  one 
at  the  rear  entrance  to  the  camp.  Canvas  shelters  were  erected 
at  each  of  these  posts  to  serve  as  sentry-boxes.  The  supernumer- 
aries were  generally  relieved  from  duty  during  the  day,  and  were 
drilled  with  their  companies,  but  reported  at  eight  o'clock  each 
evening  at  the  guard-tent,  and  were  placed  on  posts  temporarily 
established  from  that  time  until  after  grand  rounds  ;  all  the  guard 
during  the  same  time  being  used  b}r  short  tours  in  two  reliefs  for 
the  purpose  of  practice  in  the  duties  of  sentinels  by  night.  Grand 
rounds  occurred  each  night  as  soon  after  midnight  as  practicable  ; 
after  which  the  extra  posts  were  withdrawn,  the  regular  reliefs  re- 
established^, and  the  supernumeraries  allowed  to  go  to  their  com- 
pany quarters.  By  these  means,  a  total  of  nineteen,  officers  and 
men,  were  daily  instructed  in  guard-duty  ;  and,  as  the  corps  was  in 
camp  five  nights  in  all,  nearly  the  whole  of  its  line  received  such 
instruction.  At  meal- times  a  supernumerary  guarded  each  com- 
pany-street. For  each  regular  post  of  the  guard  I  caused  written 
instructions  to  be  prepared,  which  the  sentinels  were  required  to 
commit  to  memoiy.  A  captain  was  detailed  each  day  as  officer  of 
the  day.  Owing  to  the  heat,  the  guard  was  mounted  in  undress  or 
service  uniform  (dark  blue) ,  the  white  uniforms  (full  dress)  being 
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worn  on  the  afternoons  of  Thursday  and  Friday  between  the  hours 
of  two  and  eight  o'clock. 

Target-practice,  on  a  range  of  one  hundred  yards,  near  the 
camp,  was  conducted  in  the  presence  of  a  commissioned  officer 
each  morning  except  the  first,  every  enlisted  member  of  the  line 
of  the  corps  being  obliged  to  practise  at  one  time  or.  another  during 
the  encampment.  The  competition  for  the  Appleton  Target  Medal, 
which  should  have  taken  place  on  the  morning  of  Saturday,  was 
prevented  by  fog,  and  postponed  to  take  place  in  October.  This 
change  will  be  a  permanent  arrangement  for  the  future. 

The  usual  practice  by  the  band  each  evening  (when  the  weather 
permitted)  took  place  on  a  portable  stand  stationed  in  the  centre 
of  the  parade. 

On  the  afternoon  of  Wednesday  the  10th  inst.,  Col.  E.  G. 
Stevens,  Assistant  Inspector-General,  arrived  in  camp,  remaining 
until  the  morning  of  Saturday.  He  observed  the  routine  of  duty 
during  that  time,  official!}'  inspecting  the  corps  in  all  its  depart- 
ments during  Thursday,  the  11th  inst.  He  had  a  good  opportu- 
nity to  observe  on  Wednesday  night  the  manner  of  performing 
guard-duty ;  but  on  Thursday  night  rain  fell  so  copiously  as  to 
cause  him  to  request  that  the  sentinels  on  the  unprotected  posts  of 
the  guard  should  be  withdrawn,  in  order  that  they  might  be  ques- 
tioned under  cover.  It  is  a  singular  fact,  that  an  unusually  severe 
rain-storm  on  the  night  of  his  inspection  has  compelled  Col.  Ste- 
vens to  adopt  a  similar  course  for  three  successive  years.  The 
officer  and  enlisted  men  of  the  guard  were  called  individually  into 
the  presence  of  Col.  Stevens,  and  examined.  I  thought  their  an- 
swers showed  they  had  at  least  studied  such  regulations  as  had 
been  furnished  to  them  in  the  form  of  a  little  book  entitled  "  Stand- 
ing Orders  in  Camp,"  all  of  which  it  is  expected  they  will  have 
another  year  in  the  form  of  State  Regulations  now  being  pre- 
pared. At  the  company-drills  on  Thursday  morning,  I  was  par- 
ticularly pleased  with  the  method  of  inspection  adopted  by  Col. 
Stevens,  who  caused  squads  to  be  formed  and  drilled  by  the  non- 
commissioned officers  on  duty.  I  again  desire  to  express  publicly 
the  sense  of  obligation  felt  by  the  entire  corps  to  this  officer  for 
the  good  his  inspections  have  effected.  His  ripe  experience  as  a 
graduate  of  the  United  States  Military  Academy,  and  as  an  officer 
of  the  arm}',  united  to  his  tact  and  courtesy,  enable  him  to  impart 
man}'  valuable  hints  for  future  guidance,  while  conducting  firm 
and  impartial  examinations. 

Major  George  F.  McKay  of  the  Adjutant- General's  office  was  in 
camp,  by  my  request,  during  the  greater  part  of  the  tour  for  the 
purpose  of  observing  the  application  of  certain  parts  of  the  proposed

Regulations  to  camp  duty,  and  to  make  notes  for  the  benefit  of  the 
board  of  officers  charged  with  their  preparation. 

Between  the  hours  of  tattoo  and  reveille  no  persons  other  than 
those  actually  on  duty  with  the  corps  remained  in  camp. 

On  Thursday  Brig. -Gen.  Sutton  and  staff  visited  us.    Brig.-Gen. 
Moore  was  unable  to  do  so,  but  was  represented  by  two  officers  of 
his  staff. 

On  Frida}'  afternoon,  the  12th  inst.,  his  Excellency  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief and  staff  arrived,  and  remained  until  evening. 
At  four  o'clock  his  Excellency  reviewed  the  corps,  and  afterward 
witnessed  a  battalion  drill.  After  inspection  and  muster,  as 
usual,  his  Excellenc}'  inspected  quarters.  Following  dress-parade 
occurred  the  annual  competition  for  the  Palfrey  Drill  Medal,  which 
was  won  by  Sergeant  J.  Brooks  Parker  of  Company  D,  against 
about  forty  contestants. 

The  corps  broke  camp  on  Saturday  morning  the  13th  inst.,  and 
reached  its  armory  in  Boston  at  noon,  when  it  was  dismissed.

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The  plan  of  the  encampment  was  essentially  the  same  as  in 
previous  years,  except  that  the  several  organizations  were  sepa- 
rated as  far  afi  possible,  and  the  commanding  officers  given  a 
larger  discretion  in  the  arrangement  and  control  of  their  several 
commands. 

The  time  given  to  brigade  ceremonies  and  drills  was  limited  to 
the  necessary  preparations  for  the  review  by  his  Excellency  the 
Governor,  and  increased  opportunit}'  was  thereb}'  allowed  for 
battalion  and  companj-  drills.  The  result,  in  my  judgment,  was 
satisfactor}7. 

An  attempt  was  made  to  give  the  cavalr}7  an  example  of  the 
instruction  afforded  by  a  riding-school,  and  the  interest  shown  by 
them  will  doubtless  lead  to  an  improvement  in  riding  and  the 
use  of  the  sabre.  I  am  greatly  indebted  to  Col.  Stevens  of  his 
Excellency's  staff,  for  the  instruction  which  his  zeal  and  experi- 
ence so  well  enabled  him  to  give. 

I  have  the  honor  to  forward  herewith  reports  of  Major  Cochrane, 
assistant  inspector-general,  and  Capt.  F.  W.  Lawrence,  provost- 
marshal. 

I  would  respectfully  urge  the  necessity  of  properly  grading  the 
camp-ground,  and  of  making  such  a  surve}r  as  was  suggested  in 
m\T  last  report.  I  would  also  recommend  that  twelve  sentry-boxes 
be  provided  for  the  use  of  sentinels  at  the  entrances,  and  at  the 
guard- tents  of  the  several  organizations.

Sir,  —  In  compliance  with  sect.  107J  chap.  265,  Acts  of  1878, 
and  in  accordance  with  3-our  instructions,  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  the  following  inspection  report  of  the  Second  Brigade, 
M.V.M.,  in  camp  at  Framingham,  Sept.  10  to  14  inclusive 
(detailed  reports  accompanying). 

The  brigade  did  not  appear  with  as  full  ranks  as  was  desirable ; 
but  the  excuses  given  by  commanders  for  small  numbers,  under 
existing  circumstances,  seemed  reasonable.  Although  the  wreather 
was  not  altogether  favorable,  being  sultiy,  and  at  times  shower}r, 
the  full  amount  of  work  was  accomplished,  and  the  men  performed 
their  duties  without  extra  fatigue  or  exposure. 

In  the  detailed  inspection  of  the  several  commands  I  was  assisted 
by  Capts.  Fenno  and  Lincoln  of  the  staff. 
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Eighth  Regiment.  — They  have  made  a  great  .improvement  in 
their  general  appearance  by  the  adoption  of  the  shako  for  the 
helmet.  The  inspection  showed  them  to  be  in  good  condition ; 
arms,  with  the  exception  of  those  of  one  company,  in  good  order, 
equipments  well  cared  for,  knapsacks  well  adjusted,  overcoats 
property  rolled,  boots  blacked,  and  white  gloves.  The  men  were 
very  steady,  although  during  the  inspection  rain  fell  continually ; 
quarters  in  neat  condition,  and  well  policed  ;  salutes  were  generally 
observed,  and  guard  duty  well  performed ;  roll-calls  prompt,  and 
camp  very  quiet  at  night.  The  command  had  battalion-drills 
frequently,  and  with  good  results. 

Fifth  Regiment.  — The  inspection  was  very  satisfactor}^.  The 
men  were  well  set  up,  and  very  steady ;  arms  in  good  condition, 
equipments  well  cared  for,  and  uniforms  neat ;  knapsacks  in  poor 
condition  ;  boots  blacked,  white  gloves  and  collars  ;  quarters  neat, 
and  well  policed  ;  bedding  neatly  arranged  ;  improvement  noticed 
in  the  salutes  ;  sinks  in  good  condition,  guard  dut}^  well  performed, 
roll-calls  prompt,  and  camp  more  quiet  than  last  year. 

Ninth  Battalion. — Not  on  line  at  time  appointed  for  inspec- 
tion, keeping  officers  waiting  some  time  without  satisfactory  reason 
for  delay.  The  men  were  steady  at  inspection,  and  the  general 
appearance  fair.  There  were  a  number  of  rusty  guns  found  ; 
equipments  in  good  condition.  Uniforms,  particularly  coats, 
looked  badly :  being  red,  they  show  stains,  and  cannot  be  kept 
clean.  Knapsacks  poor,  many  hanging  down,  and  cannot  be 
kept  in  position:  they  should  either  be  renewed,  or  at  once  re- 
paired. The  matter  of  fatigue-caps  was  noticeable,  —  some  with, 
and  some  without,  which  looked  badly.  Men  wore  white  gloves, 
and  collars,  which  should  be  of  uniform  width.  Camp  well 
policed,  and  tents  floored ;  bedding  neatly  arranged ;  improve- 
ment noticed  in  the  salutes  ;  some  delay  at  roll-calls,  and  men 
were  not  always  in  proper  uniform.  Sinks  were  well  taken  care 
of,  and  guard  duty  generally  satisfactorily  performed.  The  time 
was  well  occupied  in  drill.  It  was  noticed  that  when  out  of 
quarters  many  of  the  men  were  not  in  the  prescribed  uniform. 

First  Battalion.  —  It  was  found  to  be  in  Yery  good  condition  ; 
men  steady,  and  well  set  up.  Uniforms  considerably  worn,  and 
of  poor  shape,  which  injured  the  general  appearance  of  the  com- 
mand. Arms  in  good  condition,  a  few  guns  being  found  rusty ; 
equipments  in  good  order  ;  knapsacks  well  packed,  but  poor  ;  over- 
coats rolled,  boots  blacked,  and  general  tone  of  men  improved. 
Officers  seemed  determined  to  use  faithfully  the  limited  time  in 
camp  in  instructing  their  men.  Guard  duty  well  performed, 
salutes  generally  given :    in  this  point  a  decided  improvement  is 
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noticeable.      Camp   clean   and  orderly,   tents  and   bedding    neat, 
sinks  well  attended  to. 

'Artillery  (Battery  A,  under  command  of  Lieut.  Murray). — 
Men  were  steady;  uniforms  in  fair  condition,  and  well  cared  for; 
arms  and  equipments  in  good  order ;  horses  of  good  quality,  and 
well  treated  ;  harnesses  have  had  attention,  and  are  in  fair  con- 
dition ;  blankets  property  folded.  At  inspection  some  of  the  non- 
commissioned officers  were  in  wrong  position.  Quarters  were  not 
as  neat  as  should  be  ;  salutes  were  not  generalty  observed.  The 
battery  devoted  much  time  to  drill,  and  with  good  results  :  an 
improvement  is  noticeable  over  last  }*ear. 

Cavalry. — The  battalion  was  assigned  a  new  position,  being 
located  near  the  arsenal.  This  proved  a  very  satisfactory  change. 
Men  were  well  set  up  ;  uniforms  were  clean,  though  they  showed 
wear ;  equipments  in  good  condition,  sabres  clean ;  horses  looked 
well,  and  were  well  cared  for.  Quarters  in  fair  condition  ;  policing 
not  as  good  as  should  have  been,  particularty  about  cook-house 
and  stables.  Salutes,  although  improved,  were  not  general.  The 
command  was  occupied  either  in  company  or  battalion  drills,  and 
is  in  ver}-  good  condition  in  this  respect.  The  new  school  of  the 
sabre  established  proved  a  success. 

There  still  remains  considerable  grading  to  be  done  to  make  the 
ground  smooth.  The  artillery  and  cavalry  should  have  stables,  or 
an  allowance  for  the  same ;  there  has  been  a  noticeable  improve- 
ment in  the  appearance  of  the  horses,  since  they  have  been 
sheltered.

Sir,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  of  the  duties  per- 
formed by  my  department  during  the  late  encampment  at  South 
Framingham. 

At  ten  a.m.  on  Monday,  Sept.  9,  a  detail  from  the  First  Battalion 
of  Cavalry  reported  to  me  on  the  camp-ground,  and  remained  on 
dut}r  until  Tuesday  noon.  At  five  o'clock  the  permanent  detail 
reported,  and  were  dismissed  at  ten  a.m.  on  Saturday,  Sept.  14. 

I  have  great  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  number  of  arrests  of 
enlisted  men  was  very  small,  only  nine  having  been  confined  in 
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the  guard-house  during  the  entire  encampment,  viz.,  seven  from 
the  Ninth  Battalion  and  two  from  the  Fifth  Regiment. 

The  attention  of  the  provost-guard  was  chiefly  given  to  tramps 
and  camp-followers,  of  whom  twenty-one  were  arrested,  placed  in 
confinement,  and  made  to  earn  their  board  by  policing  the  parade- 
ground. 

The  new  stable  gave  great  satisfaction ;  but  the  guard-house 
requires  some  repairs,  and  should  be  more  thoroughly  ventilated.

FIRST   BRIGADE   ENCAMPMENT.

Sir,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
duty  performed  by  my  command  in  camp  at  Framingham,  from 
Sept.  24  to  28  inclusive.  I  forward  herewith  a  copy  of  the 
report  of  Major  Edmund  H.  Hewins,  Assistant  Inspectoi^General, 
showing,  in  tabular  form,  the  relative  standing  of  the  several  com- 
mands composing  this  brigade  ;  also,  a  cop}7  of  the  report  of  Capt. 
Lamont  G-.  Burnham,  Provost-Marshal,  of  the  duty  performed  by 
him. 

The  strength  of  the  brigade,  present  and  absent,  was,  officers, 
148;  enlisted  men,  1,657:  total,  1,805.  The  number  present  in 
camp  was,  officers,  136;  enlisted  men,  1,386:  total,  1,522,  or 
about  84  per  cent  of  the  total  strength. 

The  plan  of  the  camp  differed  from  that  of  last  year  only  in 
locating  it  a  little  more  to  the  front,  thus  giving  more  room  and 
convenience  for  mess-tents  and  kitchens  ;  and  the  headquarters 
being  laid  out  in  the  form  of  a  rectangle,  office-tents  at  the  front 
and  dining-tent  at  the  rear,  making  the  space  in  front  of  the 
sleeping-tents  more  retired,  and  screened  from  outside  view. 

The  experiment  was  tried  of  making  the  grand  guard  details 
for  each  day  wholly  from  one  command  (regiment  or  battalion), 
thereby  making  such  organization  responsible  for  the  duty  of  the 
day  assigned  to  it.  This  plan  seems  to  be  the  most  satisfactory 
with  the  small  organizations  at  present  existing,  as  it  leaves  each 
with  its  full  strength,  except  during  one  day,  while  the  method  of 
drawing  from  the  whole  command,  pro  rata,  on  every  da}7,  reduces 
the  already  very  small  commands  to  a  very  low  strength. 
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I  cannot  commend  too  highly  the  advantage  of  holding  meetings 
of  officers  for  instruction,  as  the  decided  improvement  noticed  in 
knowledge  of  duties  I  attribute  almost  entirely  to  this  cause,  — 
those  of  line  officers  at  regimental  and  battalion  headquarters  no 
no  less  than  those  of  field  officers  and  brigade  headquarters.  It 
may  be  expected  that  a  continuance  of  this  custom  will  gradually 
and  continually  improve  the  command  in  knowledge  and  execution 
of  its  duties. 

The  continued  and  hearty  support  I  have  uniformly  received 
from  all  the  officers  in  the  command  in  my  plans  for  rendering  it 
efficient,  and  in  making  a  successful  encampment,  have  been  of 
most  material  assistance,  and  have  rendered  my  duties  and  inter- 
course with  them  light  and  pleasant. 

A  pleasant,  and,  I  believe,  a  profitable  feature  of  the  encamp- 
ment, was  the  presence  of  the  chief  executive  officers  of  the  States 
of  New  Hampshire  and  Rhode  Island,  with  their  militaiy  staffs, 
and  others  who  have  acquired  distinction  in  legislative  and  military 
affairs.  It  was  a  pleasure  to  entertain  these  gentlemen  at  m}' 
headquarters,  and  it  must  result  in  a  mutual  benefit  to  neighboring 
Commonwealths  to  visit  each  other  officially,  and  to  witness  the 
methods  and  condition  of  each.

Sir, — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  sects.  104  and  107, 
chap.  265,  Acts  of  1878,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  with  the 
assistance  of  Capts.  H.  E.  Fales,'  W.  H.  Lethbridge,  and  H.  M. 
Nourse,  I  made  as  careful  an  inspection  of  this  command  as  I  was 
able  during  the  da}*s  of  the  encampment,  —  from  the  24th  to  the 
28th,  inclusive,  of  September,  1878. 

Herewith  attached  is  respectfully  submitted  a  tabular  statement, 
showing  in  detail  the  standing  of  the  various  organizations.  Ex- 
cept under  the  head  of  attendance,  the  figures  represent  as  follows  : 
4,  excellent ;  3,  good  ;  2,  fair  ;  1,  poor  ;  0,  bad.  Under  the  head 
of  attendance,  the  figures  represent,  on  a  basis  of  percentage  of 
total  strength,  as  follows:  5,  100%  ;  4,  90  to  100%  ;  3,  80  to 
90%  ;  2,  70  to  80%  ;  1,  60  to  70%  ;  0,  less  than  60%.  The  last 
column  indicates  the  total  percentage  of  the  highest  possible  num- 
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ber  of  credits  in  each  case  obtained,  and  consequently  represents 
directly  the  comparative  condition  of  each  company,  —  non-com- 
missioned staff,  commissioned  field  and  staff,  or  battalion  average,

Sir, —  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  by  order  of  the  brigade 
commander,  I  was  at  the  State  Camp  Ground  at  South  Framing- 
ham  on  Monday,  September  23,  and  placed  a  dismounted  detail 
of  Company  F,  cavalry,  on  guard  over  the  State  property  at 
that  time  being  delivered  to  the  quartermasters  of  the  organization 
of  this  command. 

The  usual  number  of  unemplo}'ed  citizens  were  kept  outside  the 
space  on  which  the  tents  were  being  pitched.  At  dark  each  camp- 
ing party  furnished  an  additional  guard,  who  assisted  in  maintain- 
ing the  unusual  quiet  of  a  first  night  in  camp.  One  or  two 
attempts  at  bonfires  were  suppressed  ;  there  was  no  other  disturb- 
ance on  the  field. 

There  were  no  arrests  of  soldiers  on  the  first  two  days  of  the 
encampment ;  a  few  tramps  were  brought  in  who  were  required  to 
police  a  portion  of  the  field,  and  to  leave  the  vicinity  of  the  camp 
on  being  released.  But  few  soldiers  in  uniform  were  found  outside 
the  lines,  though  I  am  still  of  the  opinion  expressed  last  year,  that 
a  number  of  enlisted  men  carry  citizens'  clothes,  which  are  used 
for  the  purpose  of  disobeying  orders  in  regard  to  leaving  the  en- 
campment, and  to  prevent  arrest  by  the  provost  guard,  —  a  matter 
easy  to  accomplish  when  they  are  not  personally  known  by  them. 
I  would  again  respectfully  suggest  that  suitable  measures  be  taken 
to  prevent  enlisted  men  from  carrying  citizens'  clothes  to  camp. 

There  was  no  disturbance  of  any  magnitude,  and  no  complaints 
from  citizens  of  depreciations  by  soldiers  were  made  known  to  me. 

There  being  but  one  company  of  cavalry  in  the  command  from 
which  to  draw  men  for  provost  service,  the  duty  is  necessarily 
more  arduous  than  if  there  was  a  larger  number  of  men. 

The  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  detailed  for  this  duty 
from  Company  F  are  deserving  praise  for  the  careful,  intelligent, 
and  faithful  manner  in  which  they  performed  their  duties. 

The  stables  erected  for  the  provost  guard  proved  of  excellent 
use,  as  the  horses  are  unaccustomed  to  the  exposure  of  field  service. 

I  would  respectfully  call  attention  to  the  bad  ventilation  of  the 
guard-house,  and  recommend  that  all  military  arrests  be  made  a 
matter  of  permanent  record.     I  have  the  honor  to  be,

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Rifle  Match. 

The  annual  matches  of  the  militia  have  thus  far  been  conducted 
under  the  direction  of  the  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia  Rifle 
Association.  The  following  circular  and  report  cover  the  match 
of  July  30. 

Circular  No.  1. 

Headquarters  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia  Rifle  Association. 
Boston,  July  1,  1878. 

I.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Massachusetts  Volunteer 
Militia  Rifle  Association  met  at  the  State  House  this  day,  and 
voted  to  issue  notice  of  a  match  to  be  held  at  the  State  Camp 
Ground,  South  Framingham,  on  Tuesda}-,  30th  instant. 

II.  The  match  will  commence  at  ten  o'clock  a.m.,  6r  as  soon 
as  possible  after  the  arrival  of  the  8.30  train  from  Boston. 

III.  Each  team  will  be  composed  of  five  men,  all  of  whom  must 
have  been  mustered  into  the  militia  on  or  before  June  20,  1878, 
and  borne  on  the  rolls  of  the  company  sending  them.  Commis- 
sioned officers,  by  vote  of  the  Association,  are  not  eligible  as  mem- 
bers of  company  teams,  but  each  team  must  be  commanded  by  a 
commissioned  officer.  Company  commanders  are  requested  to 
send  two  extra  enlisted  men  in  uniform,  and  armed,  for  guard 
duty. 

IV.  Entry  for  teams  and  officers  can  be  made  at  any  time,  on 
or  before  July  27,  by  sending  notification  of  same  to  the  Execu- 
tive Officer,  State  House,  Boston,  with  ten  dollars  for  each  team, 
and  two  dollars  for  each  commissioned  officer.  Entry  checks  will 
be  issued  only  on  receipt  of  the  amounts  herein  named.  Drawing 
for  order  of  shooting  will  be  made  on  the  field  ;  hence  all  teams 
must  be  on  the  ground  before  ten  o'clock. 

V.  Each  team,  as  its  number  is  called,  will  take  position  at 
the  firing-point  to  which  it  is  assigned  ;  and  any  team  not  in 
readiness  to  move  promptly  to  its  position  will  forfeit  its  number, 
and  wait  for  its  turn  at  the  end.  Commissioned  officers  will  shoot 
singly  from  one  of  the  firing-points,  commencing  at  the  same  hour 
with  company  teams. 

VI.  The  distance  will  be  two  hundred  yards.  Hits  will  be 
marked  and  indicated  as  follows:  Bull's-eye,  5,  white  disk;  cen- 
tre, 4,  red  disk  ;  inner,  3,  black  disk  with  white  cross  ;  outer,  2, 
black  disk  ;  miss,  0  ;  ricochet  shots,  red  flag  waved  twice. 

VII  At  each  firing-point  will  be  stationed  a  register-keeper, 
who  will  be  provided  with  score-cards,  upon  which  will  be  entered 
the  team  number,  the  target  number,  and  the  name  and  corps  of 
each  competitor,  as  he  presents  himself.     They  are  so   arranged 
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that  the  score  is  entered  in  duplicate,  —  one  score  as  a  coupon  to 
be  torn  off,  and  handed  to  the  competitor,  the  other  to  be  handed 
to  the  Statistical  Officer.  Each  commander  of  a  team  will  collect 
the  coupons  after  the  firing,  and  carefully  preserve  them  for  com- 
parison with  the  record  of  the  Statistical  Officer,  should  any 
question  arise.  Two  sighting  shots  will  be  allowed  to  each  com- 
petitor, and  may  be  fired  in  any  position  without  artificial  rests ; 
five  competitive  shots  will  be  fired  03-  each  man,  and  they  must 
be  fired  in  a  standing  position  from  the  right  shoulder.  No  piece 
will  be  wiped  during  the  competition.  Sights  maybe  blackened 
with  smoke,  but  no  filing  will  be  allowed.  The  minimum  trigger- 
pull  allowed  will  be  six  pounds,  and  each  piece  will  be  tested  be- 
fore firing.  Any  violation  of  the  last  three  rules  will  cause  the 
competitor  to  be  thrown  out.  No  two  competitors  will  be  allowed 
to  fire  with  the  same  rifle  ;  and  officers  of  teams  are  therefore 
recommended  to  inspect  the  rifles  carefully,  and  see  that  each  man 
has  a  proper  piece  before  taking  position  to  fire.  Any  team  con- 
taining a  member  firing  under  another  man's  name,  or  one  who 
was  not  a  regularly  mustered  member  of  its  company,  June  20, 
will  have  its  score  thrown  out  altogether.  Ammunition  will  be 
issued  at  the  firing-points,  and  any  competitor  using  any  other,  or 
in  any  way  tampering  with  it,  will  be  thrown  out  of  the  match. 
An}r  competitor  firing  when  the  danger-flag  is  shown,  or  knowing- 
ly discharging  his  rifle  except  at  a  target,  or  into  the  ground  as 
may  be  directed  by  an  officer,  shall  be  debarred  from  competition. 

VIII.  An}r  competitor  firing  at  the  wrong  target  will  be  fined 
three  dollars,  or  be  debarred  from  further  competition.  An}'  per- 
son discharging  a  rifle  or  snapping  a  cap  on  the  range,  except  in 
accordance  with  the  regulations  for  shooting,  will  be  debarred 
from  competition.  No  team  will  have  its  entrance-money  refund- 
ed for  any  reason  ;  and  those  having  members  thrown  out  for  any 
cause  must  finish  the  competition  with  their  reduced  number,  and 
stand  by  their  score  thus  obtained,  or  withdraw  at  once.  The 
Executive  Committee,  in  deciding  any  question,  will  be  governed 
by  Wingate's  Manual,  as  far  as  possible  ;  and  teams,  it  is  hoped, 
will  make  themselves  familiar  with  the  same. 

IX.  All  members  of  each  team  must  be  uniformly  clothed,  and 
be  in  the  dress  or  undress  uniform  of  their  corps.  Commissioned 
officers  will  also  be  in  dress  or  undress  uniform. 

X.  The  prizes  offered  are  as  follows:  For  company  teams, — 
First,  prize,  a  silver  cup,  valued  at  three  hundred  dollars,  presented 
by  the  Providence  Tool  Company  in  1875  ;  to  become  the  prop- 
erty of  the  company  whose  team  shall  make  the  highest  score  each 
year  in  three  successive  annual  competitions.     This  prize  in  1875 
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was  taken  by  .Company  C,  First   Regiraenl  (now  First   Battalion) 

Infant  it,  of  Newton  ;  in  1876  it  was  won  03"  Company  A,  First 
Corps  of  Cadets.  Boston  J  in  1877  it  was  won  by  Company  A, 
Fifth  Regiraenl  Infantry.  Second,  a  State  prize,  —  solid  silver 
cup,  with  base  surrounded  by  target  and  live  rides,  —  to  be  shot 
for  annually.  Won  in  187G  by  Company  E.  Sixth  Regiment, 
Marlborough  ;  in  1877  it  was  won  by  Company  D,  First  Battalion 
Infantry.  Third,  a  State  prize  for  oflicers,  —  gold  Maltese  cros 
with  target  in  centre,  suspended  from  a  rifle-clasp, — to  be  shot 
for  annually.  Won  in  187G  by  Capt.  Edward  Ilobbs,  Company 
A,  Second  Corps  of  Cadets,  Salem;  in  1877  by  Capt.  A.  B. 
Hodges,  Company  F,  Third  Battalion  Infantry. 

XI.  The  only  arms  permitted  to  be  used  are  the  breech-loading 
rifles  issued  by  the  State. 

XII.  Dinner  will  be  furnished  on  the  grounds,  for  which  eight 
tickets  will  be  issued  to  each  team.  Visitors  to  the  match  can 
procure  dinner-tickets  of  the  caterer  at  fifty  cents  each. 

'XIII.  Transportation  via  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  will  be  at 
the  usual  military  rate,  and  tickets  will  be  obtained  by  oflicers  and 
teams  from  the  Executive  Officer.  Officers  and  men  of  the  militia, 
other  than  those  engaged  in  the  match,  can  obtain  tickets  from  the 
same  source  at  the  reduced  rate.  As  the  legal  rate  for  transporta- 
tion of  troops  will  be  allowed  b}~  the  State  for  this  rifle-practice, 
returns  should  be  promptly  rendered  to  the  Adjutant-General  upon 
forms  issued  from  this  office. 

XIV.  Am-  surplus  of  the  funds  received  from  officers  and  teams, 
remaining  after  payment  of  all  expenses  of  the  targets,  dinner, 
and  incidentals,  will  be  held  bjT  the  financial  officer,  subject  to  the 
vote  of  the  Association. 

XV.  It  is  proposed,  in  case  the  scores  on  this  occasion  are  satis- 
factory, to  recommend  to  the  Commander-in-Chief,  that  a  team 
be  selected  from  the  contestants,  to  be  sent  to  the  International 
Military  Match  at  Creedmoor,  in  September  next.

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the 

Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia  Rifle  Match,  held  at  the  State 

Camp  Ground  on  July  30  of  this  year. 
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The  match  was  held  conformably  to  the  conditions  of  Circular 
No.  1,  dated  July  1,  1878,  and  issued  b}T  order  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  M.V.M.R.A.  Seventeen  compaii}7  teams  and  sixteen 
officers  contested  in  the  match.  A  team  from  Company  A,  Fifth 
Regiment,  also  entered,  but,  owing  to  the  non-arrival  of  one  of  its 
members,  subsequently  withdrew.  The  weather  was  most  unfavor- 
able ;  a  heavy  south-easterly  rain-storm  continuing  during  the  entire 
progress  of  the  match,  and  the  wind  blowing  strongly  across  the 
range.  Notwithstanding  these  drawbacks,  however,  the  competi- 
tion was  a  spirited  and  interesting  one ;  and  a  comparison  of  the 
accompanying  record  of  scores  with  that  of  last  year  shows  an 
improvement,  the  team  average  being  68.6470  as  against  58.5909 
last  year. 

There  were  six  targets,  third-class  Creedmoor,  revolving,  and 
numbered  from  left  to  right.  No.  6  target  was  reserved  for  officers. 
Owing  to  the  storm,  tents  were  erected  at  each  firing-point.  A 
team  under  the  command  of  a  commissioned  officer  was  stationed 
at  each  of  the  five  team  firing-points.  Distance,  two  hundred 
yards  ;  position,  standing  ;  direction  of  range,  south  80 \°  west ; 
thermometer,  60°  Fahrenheit. 

Two  sighting  shots  and  five  scoring  shots  were  allowed  to  each 
competitor.  No  record  was  made  of  sighting  shots.  Bull's-eye 
counting,  5  ;  centre,  4  ;  inner,  3  ;  outer,  2  ;  miss,  0  ;  ricochet  marked 
R.  Highest  possible  team  score  was  125.  Highest  possible  indi- 
vidual score  was  25. 

The  arm  used  in  every  instance  was  the  breech-loading  United 
States  Springfield  rifle,  cal.  45  ;  and  the  ammunition  was  from  the 
United  States  Cartridge  Company,  at  Lowell,  Mass.  The  time 
consumed  in  the  match  was  three  hours  and  twenty-five  minutes  ; 
viz.,  from  10.20  o'clock  a.m.  to  1.45  o'clock  p.m. 

I  hereby  certify  that  the  accompanying  record  of  scores  is  correct, 
and  an  accurate  copy  of  the  original  cards  handed  to  me  by  the 
register-keepers.

The  attention  of  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  volunteer  militia  is 
called  to  chapter  265  of  the  Acts  of  1878,  approved  Ma}-  16,  the 
provisions  of  which  will  be  carried  out  in  part  as  follows  :  — 

First,  Brigade  commanders  are  authorized  to  recruit  for  their 
respective  non-commissioned  staffs,  one  provost-sergeant ;  and 
hereafter  all  such  brigade  non-commissioned  staff-officers  may  be 
mounted.     (Sects.  23,  29.) 

Second,  Elections  for  additional  majors  will  be  ordered  only  by 
the  commander-in-chief.  Adjutants  and  quartermaster  sergeants 
on  the  staffs  of  the  unattached  companies  of  artillerj*  and  cav- 
alry, coinmissaiy  sergeants,  and  company  clerks,  are  made  super- 
numerary,  and  no  new  appointment  to  such  offices  will  be  made ; 
present  incumbents  ma}T  continue  to  hold  their  offices  until  the 
expiration  of  their  present  terms  or  until  otherwise  ordered,  or 
they  will  be  discharged  on  their  own  request. 

Compan}*  commanders  are  responsible  for  the  books  and  records 
of  their  companies,  which,  under  their  immediate  direction,  should 
be  kept  by  the  first  sergeants.     (Sects.  24,  25,  26,  27,  166.) 

Third,  The  organization  of  companies  of  light  artillery  will 
be  as  follows :  One  captain,  two  first  lieutenants,  one  second  lieu- 
tenant, one  first  sergeant,  one  quartermaster  sergeant,  four  ser- 
geants, eight  corporals,  one  guidon  corporal,  two  buglers,  sixty-six 
privates.  Total,  four  commissioned  officers  and  eighty-three 
enlisted  men  ;  and  the  minimum  number  of  enlisted  men  will  be 
fift3*-seven.  If  the  compan}'  be  unattached,  there  ma}*  be,  in 
addition  to  the  above,  one  assistant  surgeon,  rank  first  lieutenant, 
one  hospital  steward.  Horses  will  be  allowed  for  the  commissioned 
officers,  the  hospital  steward,  sergeants,  guidon  corporal,  and 
buglers,  with  thiily-two  draught  horses. 

The  additional  number  of  men  authorized  in  companies  of  in- 
fantry and  artillery  will  not  be  recruited  without  speeial  orders 
from  these  headquarters,  which  will  be  issued  as  rapidly  as  re- 
organization is  effected.     (Sects.  26,  29,  166.) 

Fourth,  Hereafter,  no  election  will  be  legal  unless  a  majority 
of  the  electors  be  present,  and  voting.  All  officers,  excepting 
staff-officers  of  the  commander-in-chief,  medical  officers  and  chap- 
lains, will  be  commissioned  and  notified  to  appear  before  the 
examining  board  for  qualification  and  examination.  Until  such 
officer  shall  have  received  notice  of  having  passed  such  examina- 
tion satisfactorily,  he  cannot  go  on  duty  or  exercise  an}'  command. 
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Officers    administering  the  quaking  oaths  will  forward  the  cer- 
tificate direct  to  the   adjutant-general.     Medical   officers  will   be 
required  to  pass  the  medical  examining  board  before  being  com-  % 
missioned. 

Transportation,  at  four  cents  per  mile  each  way,  will  be  allowed 
officers  appearing  before  these  boards.     (Sects.  33,  43,  52,  127.) 

Fifth,  Enlisted  men  may  be  discharged  on  their  own  applica- 
tion, with  the  approval  of  their  compan}7  and  superior  commanders  ; 
but  officers  will  not  approve  such  application  except  for  good 
reasons,  which  must  be  fully  stated  in  the  application.  No  soldier 
will  be  discharged  dishonorably,  or  under  penalty,  without  a  trial. 
(Sects.  55,  58,  59,  67,  68.) 

Recruits  must  be  mustered  in  within  thirty  days  of  their  enlist- 
ment, and  cannot  do  duty  until  so  mustered. 

Sixth,  Elementary  drills  are  abolished.  Each  command  will 
be  inspected  in  May  or  June  of  each  year,  at  such  time  and  place 
as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Commander-in-chief.  Pay  at  the  rate  of 
two  dollars  per  day  will  be  allowed  each  officer  and  soldier  present, 
with  transportation  at  two  cents  per  mile  to  and  from  the  place  of 
rendezvous.  No  bands  will  be  paid,  nor  anjT  horses  in  the  infantr}7. 
The  inspections  will  be  by  the  inspector-general  and  his  assistants. 

Seventh,  Brigade  commanders  may  call  together  .the  field-offi- 
cers, commanders  of  unattached  companies,  and  the  adjutants  of 
their  brigades,  six  times  each  year  for  instruction ;  in  like  man- 
ner, commanders  of  regiments,  separate  battalions,  and  unattached 
companies,  may  call  together  the  officers  of  their  commands  six 
times  in  each  year.  Transportation  will  be  allowed  at  four  cents 
per  mile  each  way,  but  no  pa}7  will  be  allowed.     (Sects.  112,  127.) 

Eighth,  Company  or  battalion  drills  are  required  twice  in  each 
month.     (Sect.  115.) 

Ninth,  Except  for  the  inspections  and  drill  in  May-June, 
rates  of  pay  will  be  as  follows :  —

General,  field,  and  staff  officers $4  00 

Company  officers 2  50 

Enlisted  men 2  00 

Bands .  4  00 

The  horse-allowance  will  be 4  00 

Officers  and  soldiers  serving  on  boards  or  courts-martial,  or 
appearing  as  witnesses,  receive  the  pay  of  their  rank. 

The  allowance  for  transportation  is  fixed  at  two  cents  per  mile 
each  way,  when  troops  travel  in  bodies  ;  and  at  four  cents  for  offi- 
cers or   soldiers   travelling   singly,   under   orders.     (Sects.    126, 
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Tenth,  Accounts  for  postage  allowances  will  be  rendered  annu- 
ally by  captains  for  their  respective  companies;  similar  accounts 
for  brigades,  regiments,  separate  battalions,  and  corps,  will  be 
rendered  by  assistant  adjutant-generals  and  adjutants,  approved 
by  their  respective  commanding  officers.     (Sect.  131.) 

Eleventh,  Offences  against  regimental  and  company  ly-laws 
may  be  tried  by  court-martial,  under  sections  141  and  142. 

Twelfth,  The  allowances  for  rent  of  the  headquarters  of  bri- 
gades, regiments,  and  separate  battalions,  will  be  at  a  rate  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum  from  and  after  the  six- 
teenth day  of  May. 

Thirteenth,  A  Code  of  Regulations,  in  course  of  preparation, 
will  be  issued  as  soon  as  practicable,  giving  detailed  instructions 
regarding  the  keeping  of  books  and  records,  orders  and  corre- 
spondence, muster  and  paj'ment  of  troops,  the  rules  for  the 
conduct  of  courts-martial,  &c.  Until  such  code  shall  have  been 
issued,  musters  will  be  made  in  the  same  manner  as  heretofore. 
New  company7  enlistment-books  and  copies  of  the  law  will  be  sup- 
plied at  once,  and  will  be  taken  up  on  the  property  accounts  of 
captains  and  commanding  officers  ;  copies  of  the  old  law  now  on 
hand  may  be  dropped  as  "  expended."
